IT is not easy to ex|>iiLiis all the causes, or, perhaps il would he more correct to say, 
to assign their relative importance to the various causes of the crisis which has agitated 
Persia, and especially the capital, for some days at the end of May arid licginniug of 
June. 

Since ihe IG.th ultimo ihe country had been without a Cabinet, ami the efforts to 
form ouc had beet) much hampered by the excitement and indignation aroused by tlie 
Russian tsUimatimi over life Beliasevar affair. This episode, indeed, was never placed in 
its proper light before Ihe Medjliss or public, who have always been permitted by the 
Ministers to regard it as an isolated event, and not as the last, if most serious, of a 
series of frontier incidents in which Persia had been constantly in the wronjr. TEjis 
reluctance lo tell unpleasant truths is shared by all Persian Ministers, who dare not say 
anything but wliat is palatable to the public, ft was tins same lack of moral courage 
which forbade them from denying the rumour, which gained credence everywhere. Mint 
llie Shah himself had authorized the entry of the Russian troops to enforce the terms of 
the Russian ultimatum. There are various versions curgent of this rumour, hut the 
most generally accepted h that Mukhber-cs-Sultaneti, Goireriuir-General of Azerbaijan, 
had reported that when at Jifiis he had been told by Prince AYorontsoff Dashkoff that 
the Sbah and bis Prime Minister had agreed to allow General Snarsky to operate in 
Persian territory if ilie Ruslan terms were not complied with in tlie allotted period. 
Miisliiwed-Rowlett confessed Lo me Unit he had never suL'it Ibis report, but he could not 
find the courage to make a public statement, to the same effect, for he well realized that, 
will I the insane suspicions and mistrust which are generally entertained against Lbo 
Shah, merely to contradict the wild lies told to the tiiscreiliL of His Majesty would t'tssL 
a Minister his place, H is cowardice, however, did not mi this occasion save him, for 
his lack ol' bitrfiiglitforwardiiess and Ills timorous nrimagement of the question involved 
him in such an impnsae tlmt on the 30th ultimo he took the usual course of Persian 
Ministers in face of a serious diilienlEy and tendered bis resignation.

The German Minister told me the other day that lie had let it be 
known in the clearest way rhai lie would not receive refugees in his Legation, hut he lias 
not taken the obvious means of discouraging them, L,, by keeping the gates of tire 
German Legation closed, nor, as I Imve the best mentis of knowing, did M. bitten, the 
Germ an Dragoman, give an unequivocal answer to a Persian who called to inquire 
ostensibly on behalf of the Anjumens what the attitude of the Legation m the questipn 
of 11 bast M would be. I have, however, no reason to believe that Count Quadt is doing, 
any thing to encourage the I opulttr party to appeal to Germany, though it is of course 
quite probable i hat lie would not be averse to seeing such an appeal made. On Hie 
oLlier hap, he bad once or twice fried to impress on me the disadvantages winch must 
resit.t to us in Huh country from our recent Agreement with Russia. T replied generally 
that every arrangementmust have some drawbacks, but I was personally satisfied that 
mir present policy ol complete understanding with Russia in Dcrsint) affairs would in the 
end he completely justified.

SfAU_0l r S differences haring arisen between Turkey and Persia, the GovemmcntR 
of Great .Britain and Russia undertook to employ tlnjjv good olliccs in bringing about 
an adjustment, and for tins purpose nominated Commissioners to proceed to Krzcrouni 
ami to hold conferences with the Oommissjoners of the two Alahonimcrlan States. 
This Joint Commission eventually drew up a draft Preliminary Treaty, 

The Porte would not authorize its Representative at Eraoroum to sign the nine 
Articles ot the Treaty until it line! received explanations and assurances from the 
nicdiatiug Ambassadors ns to the meaning of certain passages therein, and at the 
siniv time distinctly declared that unless these explanations wove accepted by 
ihe Court of Persia they would he unable to ratify the Treaty* 

r l be Representatives gave the explanations required hv the Porto, and the Treaty 
ivns signed. 

Lord Cowley* His Majesty's Minister at Constantinople* called attention in 
August 1847 to the fact that, although Mivaa Mohammed All Khan, the Persian 
Amhnssndor to fhe French Court, had been ordered to ratify the Treniy of Timrroum 
mh Ids passage through Constantinople, the Persian Govtuiuncnt had nof eoii'seiitcd to 
give the assurances required hy tlie Ported 

Mir^Ei M.ohammed arrived nl Constantinopk^ at the cud of July 18-17, Tho 
I'its tan ratifications had not yet arrived, ami the mediating Ambassadors Inarm Io 
their surprise that it was his (the Mirm’s) intention not to await the arrival of the 
rat [fictitious beyond a few days, but to proceed to Paris shortly.

El embodied the explanations a I ready given to the Porto, but in the form almost 
ul' a separate Treaty, Lord Cowley said that, as both he and his Russian col league 
were convinced 1 lint Mirza Mohammed would neve? be induced to sign It, they had 
addressed a joiul note* accompanied by a confidential communication (of which he 
inclosed copies) to Aali Pasha (the Turkish Foreign Minister), who, on receiving 
them, engaged to obtain the consent of the Council and of the Sultan to the 
inimcilialc exchange of ratifications. The first of these notes repeats the assurances 

in a side.. form already given by the Russian and British Representatives, and the 

second one maintains that they had the right to expect the Porte to be satisfied with 
wJiat had been done, and to proceed to ratification.

constituted representatives of the Bakhtiuii tribes. Such an assurance does not appear 
io conflict with terms of Anglo-Russian Convention." 

As regards Ikkhtiaris, wc do not think it would be safe to enter into negotiations 
with, the Khans, and arc opposed to giving the oral a^uranees which Mnjor Cox suggests. 
In regard to Mol mi nine rah, we agree with his views.

Til these oiremii stances it appears to Sir E. Grey to he inadvisable that- any 
attempt should be made io send the murderers, when seized, for trial in India, These 
men are not Britiuh subjects, the murders were not committed within the jurisdiction 
of the Indian Courts, and the Indian Courts could not lake cognizance of the ease 
except as one of piracy. 

Sir E. Grey is of opinion that, though the seizure of the men by a British ship on

WITH reference to your No, 1599* dated the 26th May, and inclosures, regarding 
the 1 ’iirco-Pcrsian frontier, I have the honour to inform you that T have informed 
the Sardfir Alfa that His Majesty3 Government lmd instructed you through the 
Legation to inform him that they were fully alive to the situation, but did not 
anticipate any Turkish aggression in this neighbourhood., and that, they liucl written 
to Jlis Majesty's Ambassador nf Constantinople on the subject. In the absence of a 
map I thought it ns well not to say more as to the contents of Kir IG Grey s despatch 
hj Sir X. O’Gobbi as long as the Sheikh did not Eipprohend any trouble in this 
neighbourhood, Should the position biter render It desirable, I might give him 
f urtl ifr in to rmati on, 

1 asked him if he had hoard of any suspicious movements on the part of the 
Turks, He replied in the negative, and said that, at Bussorah, though there were 
nominally two battalions, he had ascertained that the actual number of men was only 
about 300, The Bussorah authorities are, lie said, hardly likely to attempt any action 
which would involve them in trouble with him, considering the large number oi his 
tribesmen who live in Eind near Bus surah. If, however, the Bagdad authorities should 
art against I hi which* the Persian Government might expect him to take Bnssorah, 
which ho could do with ease; lust there were many British subjects there. I 
remarked that il appeared to me probable that, in the event of hostilities, the British 
Government would warn both countries not to operate on or near the river, and 
usked him if he anticipated any t rouble on the Hawizeli border. Re replied that, so 
far as the Turkish Arab tribes were concerned, It would be against their interests if 
tin: 1 Turks encroached on the Persian territory, which is their asylum when in trouble 
with the Turks, This specially applies to the Beni Lam, but only to n certain extent 
in the Marian of Amara. lie bad reason, however, to suspect Assad Khan, Sheikh 
nl the Beni Salih, near UiiwifcGh, of intriguing with the Turks, ami to a loss extent 
Parium-d'-Assad. He is leaving to-day for the Katun to inquire into these and other 
mailers, and may, if necessary, replace Assad Khan by another Sheikh.

He would not appear to poss$|j rightly any Cmisukr 
fiinciinns, fitr no exequatur has been grunted to him by the Persian Goierr*m§nh But 
Mils is a matter of secondary importance, the real point is that, in view of the efforts 
which Germany is making to establish a stray interest at Lingah, it is of considerable 
miH meiLi that Great Britain should be so represented there Hint her intercats should he 
adequate]v protected and advanced.

The reft alt is that l lie province of Bars mid Persian Baluchistan (and Kermunshan 
fur Rial mailer) are in a state of lawlessness mid administrative chaos which has not 
been equalled lor generations, aud under present conditions il is difficult to ernu'Cise 
bow things can be righted or prevented from going lcoin going bail to worse except by 
foreign intervention in some form. Our conuiierciEtl interests aye most immediately 
affected in llic matter of qomniuuicAUoni, Brigandage has been rife on the oilier frjde 
routes. i.t\, Rnshi re-Shiraz and Bunder Abbas-Kerman for (wo years past.

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forwarding of goods has been repeatedly stopped altogether and trade with the irdcriur 
brought to a standstill, Trade has, in fact, been paralyzed, and cases of bankruptcy 
among the native merchants in trading relations with British firms have been of almost 
daily occurrence. 

Ay regards the Shiraz route some little hope has, indeed, been inspired by the 
appointment of the 5GiI-es-Sultan, but conditions on the Kerman route are still as bad 
an they can be. 

7. There is one other direction in which the changed conditions of government in 
Tehran have affected our interests adversely, namely, in their bearing upon the adminia- 
t rat ion of tlie customs. 

When the Tariff of IflOH and the Belgian Administration were first inaugurated 
the Government of India will remember that for a tong time afterwards a good ileal of 
difficulty was ex peri emjed by political officers owing to the aggressive attitude of some 
of tlie inexperienced Belgians with whom they bad to deal. As time progressed, 
however* a working modus nvendl was gradually arrived at, by concessions made on 
both sides, and wit bin die sphere of my post at. all events, relations with the Belgian 
regime had much improved at the epoch at which Lhe introduction of Pa H i ament nr v 
government took place. From tlie first, however, the attitude of the popular party ivas 
must hostile to At. Naus and I 113 Belgian staff, and the position of tlie latter lias since 
been a difficult and precarious one in consequence. 

On the one hand, while under M. Tatis’ regime tlie local Directors were allowed to 
engage Bagdadis, Chaldeans, and Armenians m clerks or subordinated, and found that 
they were better served by those than by Persians, tliey are now antler orders to 
entertain Persians wherever possible. Persians are being employed also in lhe higher 
grades, such as the Directorship of Lingah. The type of Persian which the Department 
get 3 ,j especially those sent from (lie north, is of the partially or some time® highly 
educated newspaper-reading class, which has been most influenced by the nationalist 
F pagan da preached therein and most intrinsically hostile to the presence of foreigners 
in any Department of the Persian Government, These men naturally work against 
their Belgian superiors, and tlie position of the latter lias become so unpalatable that 
resignations and departures on leave pending retirement have been rife during the past 
year* and include tho men who liavo been most conciliatory in their relations with us. 
Thu truth is that under the old regime if they wanted a reasonably quiet time tliey 
liiid to' curry favour with tlie Russians or ourselves; now they liavo to conciliate the 
Mcdjliss and vcnigfflilnr papers* which lose no opportunity of making things imcomfort- 
for them. 

On the other baud, owing to the grent financial straits t« which the Central 
Government is reduced, tlie Customs Directors arc constantly being pressed to submit 
mure copious funds to the capital and in order to increase their receipts and meet such 
demands, they have bad recourse to the strict application of many Hems of the 
lbglemeiit which they have before allowed to become a dead letter or had interpreted 
Id"’rally after learning by experience that they wore uneuUcd to Lite peculiar conditions 
ui i-Qinnici ce in Llic harbourless Gulf ports, \Vc now seem to be gradually drilling back 
in ike unpleasant relations of three years ago, and at. present the British trader baa 
nol only to contend wills every conceivable difficulty and risk which tlie inset:unity of 
the trade routes nnd the uncontrolled licence of tufangchis outs provide, Imr i* being 
miily harassed at the ports by some harsh decision »r the new or revived interpretation 
of some catchpenny clause in the Regiement 

Having in the foregoing paragraphs placed before Government in I lie light 
which it presents itself to me the general situation existing wiLlmi the sphere of my 
post, G iitnv have the honour with much respect to suggest means which, short of 
armed intervention fur the protection of otiv interests, seem likely in my judgment to 
ftlrcngthcn onr bands, I will record them in the same order as (lie subjects above 
indicated with which they are connected.

10. Appointment of ft British Vice-Consul tit .LUujah .—Owing in a great measure 
to lliv su pi lioness a till excessive caution of our own merchants it will be seen that 
Meiers, Wmickhaus, through their energetic employ^ Mr. Brown, have acquired a very 
firm footing in Ungah. Moreover, I hey are already, 1 believe, doing a good deal of 
business with the Tmcial Coast, through their friend, liaji Hassan-bin-A!i Samgiyeh; 
the latter being agent for the Bombay Persian Steam Navigation Company, whose 
steamers ply there with more or less regularity. I have done my best to induce 
Messrs. Gray Paul to improve their representation at Lingah, where they have hitherto 
entrusted their intcresti* lo a useless iialive agent, and they now assure mo that- they 
will endeavour to inake some hotter arrangement* I do not, however, expect much 
from them, urn! in my view it h im port ant that Cover time m should appoint a British 
officer ns Vice-Consul at that port who would lay himself out both to work up the trade 
of tlsu port and at the same lime to counteract the personal influence ot Messrs. 
Wormkhaiud representative who now bus the field to himself. Our present Residency 
Agent, Khun Snheb AgKii Bedr, who is an excellent specimen of his class and.the best 
native agent wo have hud, looks after HrUisli subjects and protected persons with much 
zeal and energy, hut he cannot he of much service in regard to trade questions. He 
only ruedven a salary of iiO rupees’ per mensem, and l recommend that he be main, 
tnined wlierL* he is us native assistant to the Consular nliiOGr, who could employ him 
most usefully to work np influence in the Lar and Bnstak districts, which nro gupplicd 
Irdm Bingitii’and to which ike Gorman* wilt certainly turn their attention if they have 
net n9ready. The appointment of a British officer might he considered tentative for 
two or 1 hi'Ere years.

Stun warp of Reports respecting Persia from Mr* St evens r 

ON the 23rd ultimo Tabreez wp much disturbed, and tin Imruirs were closed. 
Reports ol the events in Tehran were received during the day. and fighting-commenced 
between tlii.pShah's partisans* headed by the priests, mid the Constitutionalists, The 
bazaars remained closed during the three following days, and fighting continued until, 
on the 27th, both sides agreed to meet, to discuss terms of peace. The appointment 
was licit kept- by the S ball's party, who were accused by the Constitutionalis(s of having 
killed and mutilated two Const itiitionulists. One mutilated body was brought 1 o I I ts 
Majesty^ Consulate in proof of the barbarity of reaction avv methods, and was 
afterwards placed in a mosque* In revenge the Constitutionalists killed tlm brother 
nl i lie chief^ priest, who had been taken prisoner by them, lighting continued, and 
robberies of innocent passers by roughs were general. 

On t]io 28thsix of the reveluticmni-ies took bust- in the Russian Consulate-General,, 
and many others applied for admittance to iEti Majesty's Consulate, wi icli was 
nfuS&ll 

The Russian Cfutsut-General endeavoured by negotiations with both sides to 
ri dtne peace, but his effort* were attended with little success until, on the 3 Gtli t a 
fill'd 1 of Karadji Dngh horsemen, sent by the Shall to restore order* appeared outside 
the town. On the same day Mukhbir-cs-Sultaneh, the Governor-General, took re I'll go 
ill the Trend] Consulate, Atu-cd-UowIcIi being appointed to succeed him. lighting 
continued In various quarters of the town, and on the 1st July four leaders of the 
revolutionaries demanded British prtgectioti, threatening tn continue fighting and to 
Invent the cavalry from entering the town to restore order unless they received it. 
f[[s Majesty’s Vice-Consul applied for E a is t ructions, and was instructed to refuse 
protection, in accordance with the resolution of Ifis Majesty’s Government to abstain 
from intervention in the internal affairs of Persia. (Telegram No. 180 of the 1 st July 
tu the Toreigti Office,) 

In llic meantime the Russian Consul-General succeeded In persuading the 
revolutionaries to hoist white flags m sign of surrender, and allow the cavalry toVuter 
i la- t- iwti, Shortly after the Shah's party advanced, looting houses and shops- The 
Coostitutiomilists^ thereupon decided to continue tlie struggle, and commenced 
mtssem filing tiieir forces, Tlic Russian OonsutiGcn Grabs efforts tn restore order wore 
fruit less, and fighting and looting of shops and bouses by either side continued until 
ike 10 th inslanI, when some troops arrived From Tehran* who tried on the two 
succeeding clays to induce the people to open the bazaars. Their attempts, however* 
ivere attended with little success, as they were followed closely by bands of national tats, 
wh ftightened every one, and ordered such as had opened tiieir shops to close them, 

tin ring the whole ol tho disorders bread had been becoming increasingly scarce, 
aitil ei was only on the 12 th instant that wheat began mining info t!m town, and a 
tew of the shops remained open. 

<hi the morning of the 1.3th instant Serdar Rahim Khan mitered the town with 
id out 1,000 hor^men ami three cannon. Before his entry some revolution aides had 
delivered to him one eunnon and a few rifles. A party of *1.00 revolution wins behind 
barricades opposed the Government forces, and firing continued all day, All roads to 
i.iu (own were guarded by cavalry* who Had orders to allow no one to enter or leave 

On the following day Mis Majesty's Vice-Consul reported that the Government 
kud been unable to dislodge tlie revolutionaries, who had increased in numbers, 
timr cminon .shots bad been fired without, inflicting' much damage.

IJ of the 27tli February last (ami Nos. 10 and 11, dated, the 
l Itii and 22nd March, in contiimalinu) [ had flic honour to bring to notice ihe 
nppl Seal ion ol n number of persons who were agitating this question to take sanctmuy 
here, ami ol my reply to them. Further, in my despatch No. I?- 1 , dated the 2oih April, 
I mentioned the Ivnlezaiu-ul-MLalk's (Governor of Yeiid) conned ion with the Mushii-ul- 
MamMuk, and remembering Mini the Musliir lias long been a thorn in the .sulta of Mm 
) citdt^ I laid my suspkmiiH tliat all would not be well, and constantly scar died iia 
in! urination, hut could gel no ifioic Mum qualified assertions ihat tRc Yqsdis would 
dghi ; and thus, when I lie Governor uisni out to demand the payment of Iasi years 
arrears. I was curious, but not altogether unprepared ibi£an ngiuUiun, without knowing 
w hutj'orm it would take. 

5. Having Mr, Mai ling's despatch dated the l ■Mb .Mmvh, 10Ob t to guide me, when 
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a messenger scot in advance by Hnji .Mid3ah Razi to d'-maml sanctuary here arrived on 
the morning of ihe I4l!i May, I informed him of Hts Britannic Majesty’s Government's 
policy in such cases, and stated that as there was no accomodation here for a crowd it 
had better go elsewhere, and adding that 1 was keeping the doors closed, hut would 
dispose of any telegrams the leaders might choose to hand in (as paid telegrams). 
Notwithstanding this, the crowd arrived about an hour later, shouting and beating 
breasts, and was not at. all pleased to find itself kept outside. The leaders, however, 
came in and demanded sanctuary, with other demands quite out of the question, such as 
tents and provisions for the Ini. After considerable deliberation they decided to go to 
the shrine of Hindi /ad ah Fnuztd and thence send telegraphic petitions to Tehran, The 
crowd came up daily till Saturday evening, (he 16th, when 1 had Occasion to pay a 
return cal! on a passing traveller, and, supposing the crowd would not trouble mi any 
more that day, was absent for about two hours. On reluming to the vicinity of the 
office., however, I found Ihe crowd there, and was mobbed and nearly pulled off niy horse, 
whilst during my absence the Armenian lad on duty and my wife had been terrified by 
threats billed on an abortion that I was i ot absent, but hiding myself inside. The real 
leader, Haji Mullah Rossa Muibudi, was at. the time keeping himself in the background, 
and a firebrand village Seycd, with other hot-headed vi I lagers* generally bonded the crowd 
ami voiced its demands in no very measured terms. After ihc crowd had cleared away 
it was found that one of the iron ham of the message window had been torn out and 
others badly ljeiii. 

■1. Baring the following week the loader* kept the crowd awny except on two 
occasions, but that agitation cold in lied, and people were beginning to get exasperated 
at receiving no reply to their petitions, and the leaders to ho fearful of the result of the 
detention in the town of the deputation from Taft, the villagers of which, as niny have 
luTM gathered from roimu reports, bear an unenviable reputation for disorder!v conduct, 
and are always ready to seize Ehe slightest opportunity to enrich themselves at other 
pcopleV expense. During the same period the detachment, of about fifty soldiers of the 
Kc’iuhli regimenl, which hud provided guards for such buildings in Ye vA as required 
ihem, had been taking sanctuary in the house of Sheikh Muhammad Zftfar Mujtnfmd 
against the stoppage of their raltona from Norona, non-supply of new clothing, and non- 
payment ol ihcir pay since they left Kenmui several months ago, 

Y Two of the four soldiers on guard lie re, however, in cm aside ration of the ration 
money paid by the Telegraph Department, had hitherto remained behind, ah list tho 
mu others joined their comrades daily; hut on the morning of Sunday, the 2ft3i May, 
all of them, excepting a sick one, went ojf without informing any one, and while the 
“ formali M who was on duty was busy sweeping inside, a small party of the crowd, 
.."aded by some Keyeds, entered the office jmrcli and, uniting the inner doors open, sat 
down on lhc step with the intention of keeping them so, L [ was busy at the time with 
the weekly Lest of the lines, but left it and went to sec what had happened.

For itiy part, 1 doubt much whether the Ministers had at any time the smallest 
expectation of being able to persuade the Medjliss to accept Ihe Shahs demands, but it 
was rniturullv impossible for them to represent to His Imperial Majesty the inevitable 
distrust entertained by the National Assembly of his sincerity, and they there hi re agreed 
to undertake a mission which they knew to be hopeless from the beginning* lie tins as 
it may, tlrcy failed signally in thdr task, and were oven denounced fls traitors and called 

upon to resign, , 

According to M. do Hartwt|, Bevy id Abdullah was responsible tor the rejection ot 
the Shah's demands, us His Imperial Majesty had refused to pay the JJQ,0U0 tomans 
demanded as the price of the Mpjjtebicl's support, I can hear nothing whatever to 
confirm this story, ami, notorious as is the Seyyid’s corruption, l doubt its veracity 
when all the circumstances of the moment arc taken into consideration. 

Debate 1 on I bo demands put forward by the Court. was very prolonged, and t lie 
Medjlis* sal Hd n late hour before they were finally rejected. r l hero seems to be little 
doulit that ibis result hud been futvaecn at Uugli-i-Shall, for ample preparations must 
have bin mode for the operations ol the following diiy. 

The accounts of the events of Tuesday, the 2$rd June, are even more conflicting 
than usual in Persia, but the inclosed Memorandum given to Major Stokes by a 
journalist as Colonel Liukhoffs own description is probably substeLuliaily correct, 

According in this account the Popular parly was responsible for the + first act ot 
aggression, via , the throwing of a bomb from (.lie Assembly walls ; but 1 ciMun necouuts 
arc almost unanimous in denying tins. They concur in asserting that the leaders, and 
in particular, Scyyid Abdullah, bad enjoined on the party to act strictly on the defensive 
and tliat Miti first shot was fired by a Cossack, possibly in the air, and that it was only 
after Ibis that the “ Artjnmens 11 fired on the troops. The point, however, is ot little 
real importance as it was clem - that the Shall had decided to appeal to force. 

As an Instance of the kind of rumour in circulation I may mention an atrocious 
report that Colonel LiukhofV himself shot a couple of his men to produce the impression 
that they had been killed by shots from the Mcdjlm. L have little doubt that this 
abominable fabrication is widely believed among Persians* 

] think (here can be little doubt that the Russian officers were purposely never fired 
on. Persians all say that special injunctions were issued to that effect, and 
A|/do 1 In rtwig volunteered te wm the statement that such was the impression of one 
Russian o llicer, Were.' \i oilier wise it seems incredible considering the short range and 
excellent cover wlifeti the Popular party enjoyed, Midi they should have escaped. All, 
moreover, exposed themselves fearlessly throughout the day and a Persian Deputy has 
told me that Colonel Liakhoff in iftiliqpr could have been killed at almost any 
moment. Mad tliey been killed I think it unnuSpionablc that the struggle would have 
ended quite differently; hut they owed tlidir lives to the general conviction that their 
death would bring.about Russian intervention. As it was they succeeded in keeping 
their men on the whole muter wonder fully good restraint, ter very few shops and scarcely 
any private houses, except those marked down for plunder, be.,those of Sil-cs-Sultan and 
Ranoit Ovaita. were touched, ami they undoubtedly prevented the Persian regiment of 
Slink ho ris and Amir Behudur JnngN guard from committing the grossest excesses. 

[ received the first news of the struggle going on in Tohniji rather before 7 a.m.

M, de Hartwig 1 * statement as to the 
number of Deputies present at the attack on the Medjtiss is, [ believe, very much 
exaggerated, Ko independent account that 1 have been able to procure places if at 
above twenty, and titer* is nothing inconsistent with Persian habits that a few Deputies 
should after a tele sitting have remained to sleep in the building, and I heir presence 
there may well have been quite accidental M. de JLartwig’a observation, however, 
appears to me to be significant : to justify strong measures he l,md till then invariably 
spoken of the Shah as fighting with a revolutionary conspiracy among the “ AnjittneuB 11 
to which Parliament was at least a stranger if not actually opposed, but now those 
measures having proved effective lie was making out that Parliament was as rebellious 
as the ” Aujumeos" and must fheicl'orc not. be reassembled so as to give time for the 
Constitution to be remodelled ns bad been the Duma in his own country* 

To break off the discussion on this point M, do H nr twig sent to summon 
Mi mranowsky to give him his instructions. After Home delay ho appeared, and with 
some corrections from myself, Ms do 11 aitwig told him what we bad agreed on. I told 
M.dc Hartwig that I should give Mr. Clinrehill written instructions. M, de Hartwig 
again tried to make quite unnecessary delays, but at last agreed that Mr. Churchill nnd 
M. ISarcmowsky should meet at Hjjj Majesty^ Rogation at u t>.M, Al Bamnowsky diil 
not, however, pul in an appearance till close on G o'clock. To explain this apparently 
intentional delay, 3 can only assume that M. dc Hart wig had assured the Shall that uo 
joint action would be made till Mis Majesty bad been warned of its nature. 

On the way from the Legation to Bagh-j-Shali Air. Churchill showed the instruc¬ 
tions I had given him to Al. Bamnowsky, who, as representing the senior Mission, vrus 
to act as spokesman, mul who gave a faithful translation to the Shah, His Imperial 
Majesty gave every promise til a l no pillaghig or disorders should take place, and 
special orders were given also for the protection of the Imperial Bank of Persia and of 
the In do European Telegraph Departments quarters, and for the safe escort of i.ho 
dei'ks going to and from the Central Office on duty*

audience and of what lie saw at Ikgh-i*Shnb* 

Soon after receiving news of the events in town, I sent Major ttinkes to town with 
instructions 1o see that no one should take refuge in tile Legation mite in imminent 
danger of his life, and from time to lime he sent me telephone messages of what was 
happening.- I !is reports showed t hat a good deal of looting must be going on, ns he saw 
soldiers, hot Si of the Cossacks Brigade and the Persian Kilakhor Regiment, reluming in 
the direction of Bagli-RShah laden with plunder of the most varied description, even 
lhe gun-carriages being piled high with booty, while at a moment when he was 
achuilly using the telephone of a shop within a fen yards of I be Legation gates, four 
men of Amir BelaiduPs guard attempted to enter for purposes of plunder. As a matter 
"i fact, however, comparatively few shops nnd private houses were pillaged, and most of 
the loot came from the huge Palace of Zibcs-Sultan and from the MctljlLs building. 
'Hie exterior ol the tenner suffered but little, for Dr. Ndignn, who went into Tehran to 
oiler his services to the wounded, passed the gate, arid though that was somewhat 
battered, he came away believing that Lhe building within had been reflected. 

During the afternoon a considerable number of arrests were made among all dashes 
of I lie population. The only names worth mentioning Eire those of the' two great 
Mujteheds, &eyyid Abdullah and Qoyyid Mohammed, Sheikh-ur-Reis, AI u stesha r-iM- 
I'owJdi, the prominent reterm leader and Deputy for Tnbrdez, the popular orator Matek- 
ol-Alntekilmvin, and Jahangir Khun, editor of the " ^ur-i-r.smfil/* both of whom have 
Wu particularly obnoxious to the Shah from their unrestrained nnd frequently msidting 
am| scurrilous attacks on Mis Majesty. 

When he went to Bagli-i-Bhab Air. Churchill saw chained together no me thirty 
ragged and bleeding men, but reports said that hundreds more were Hunt. thuhqifAnd 
that wholesale executions were going on. El was perfectly certain that the Cossacks 
were making every effort tp capture the leaders of the Nationalist party, the Lliiqfs of 
' AnjuiftCm" and the best known cdilors of neivspapcrra All ihese rumours, combined 
with the events of the mornipg, and the belief that a Slatli who had not hesitated to 
lire m it moBqtic would stop at no net of savagery, produced a slate ot panic in the 
Lityn., ami no man who had ever taken park even in the humblest degree, in the enu- 
Mitmiomd movement thought Ins life sate* 

There wa^ no disturbance during the night, but early the next- morning E received 
=■ iiListy note irom Major Stokes stating that Taki Zadeh and six friends, including tlio 
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editors of the HabLul-Matin," a paper which has distinguished itself by the virulence of 
its. attacks on England, anti of the “ Musa vat/ 1 had sought refuge at the Legation 
during the night. I will not stop hero to give any details. 

My note informing M, do Hart wig of what had occurred crossed one from him to 
me slating Hint several members oi' ** Anjumens" were going to the Legation to take 
"•■This!/' and that merchants and SSeyyids in hired carriages, accompanied by Legation 
ghoiniiis wove also proceeding thither. ! at once went, t ■ the Russian Legation and 
told M. de tlnrtwig that l knew as yet nothing of the ci renin stances under which Tnki 
/ai'kdt a cm3 the others had been admitted, that 1 had sent down Major Stokes purposely 
to prevent the refugees coming into the Legation, and that 1 was convinced that he 
would ' 'ucLscic’ii i iously carry out tin - general instructions from His Majesty's Government 
on the snljeet of u hast/' namely, that the Legation was lo do everything to dis¬ 
courage it, and jo admit no one except those in imminent danger, It was 1 of coLir.se, 
just possible that he might make an error of judgment, but I did nut think it likely. I 
would gt> to Tehran at once myself and would let him know what had occurred as soon 
as I could. [ was quite confident that the story of the Legation gnolnntt escorting 
refugees was quite untrue, ami I had telephoned at once to Major Stokes absolutely to 
refuse all admittance. 

On my return to the Legation j found a telephone message from lown stating that 
aotuc joriy-ihrre of Ihriy-four persons had gained admittance that morning. Oh 
reaching Tehran about 2 o'clock f found that the feeling id - general insecurity produced 
by the events nf the day before had, if any thing, been increased by the exaggerated 
slurbs dt ihe raids of iin- t'pssacks <m private houses in search of suspects, whilst the 
news of the execution of two of (he prisoners at Bagh-i-Shnh had been magnified into 
tales of ivlmlcfsule slaughter. .Most of the simps, it is true, were open, but only in 
coiisiupionre of a ! Void tima lion from the Shalt flial those who remained closed would be 
plundered by the soldiery, Very few people were moving about the town, but stood 
about iliidr ilofU's oi: shops anxiously and fearfully specutat jug on what the Shah might, 
lip tLVXl „ 

About 3 3(J Mein-ill, V exarch, the Foreign Minister's son and 11 Chef de Cabinet/' 
finin' tw the Legation with a messHage from the Shall, The substance of the message 
arnI oi my reply (itid the Shah’s Litnnvur were reported fully in hiy telegram No. I5f> of 
the 201 h 1 one, 

M bile we were speaking we heard the sound of ride lire and, a few minutes later, of 
a gim within a short distance of the Legation, and Main-id -Vessareh explained that the 
Co^acks were attacking ihe house of Znhir*cdM)nwlGh which had amved ns the head¬ 
quarter* of on <s A uj it men ” generally known by the same name. So far as I can learn, 
no resist dime was made, bnt ii was believed that bombs might he thrown from it. Tim 
operation niiisE haiv lasted I'nlly lhrce-qu#tcrs of ati-hcur for L heard the sounds of 
explosions alter t bail reached Ala-es-SitUuncl/* bouse, There! again found Muin-ub 
\ exarch, and, alho 1 had repealed to him in his father’s presence the message I desired 
to be conveyed to tin* Shah, he left for Hngb-i-EEmh, Ala’Cs-SuUaneb, tin Ins son's 
departure, spoke very freely on the situation, The c-ntp d'£fai had been prepared and 
carried out at Russian instill ion ami by Uu&dan agenls. The Shah would never of 
hi mac 11 have had the necessary courage and reputation, And even now urns trembling 
with upprelmn^ioti at the con-seijnences of his action, I'eiMu was now to be a liusuinn 
province and il|1 this the res id I of the recent Anghwllu|sinn Agreement, ,f Did your 
Government/ 1 he ashed, 11 really believe that Russia would respect the spirit of it ■ 
’l mi are doing so, hut are yon mm going lo stand by and see Russia violate it in (his 
manner?" 3 said (hat I ilnmght his Excellency took an d&lrcmo view; the Shah laid 
undoubtedly received excessive provocation from the Popular party who were quick 
enough l o accuse him of' violating ike Constitution, hut were perhaps scarcely less guilty 
in that respect than himself His Majesty had no force he could depend upon but the 
Cossnck Brigade* ami was obliged to employ if Rul the fact that the Brigade was 
officered by Russians did not just tty his Highness in saying that Persia had become a 
Russian province. His Highness was, however, dearly, but little, impressed by the 
argument, 

On returning to the Legation I noticed ihrec or four mounted Co^ucks posted 
across Huyrond some 25 or :J0 yards from the Legation on either side of the gateways 
I mi thinking' it might be accidental, attached no 'parti etdfir importance to it. I am 
giving in another despatch n detailed account of the military surveillance of the 
Legation o! wliicli this was the (]rs( Mglq and shall therefore u> far a - pussihle oinit all 
inmlion of it in this despatch. 

Gn the tallowing day, Thursday, the 2Mli dune, ii waggon orally, understood that 
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ihe policing of the town had been confided to Colonel LiakhoEY and flic Cossack 
Brigade, anil the language which that officer held to .Mr. Gye and Mr. Churchill when 
they called on him to endeavour to persuade him to withdraw the Cossacks posted 
about the Legation showed clearly that lie regarded himself as do facta Governor of 
Tehran and as authorized to disregard any Assurance's given to a foreign Legation by 
the Minister for Foreign Affairs. 

The Proclamation of martial law under which he was appointed Governor-Geneml 
of Tehran, though U bears the dale of the 22 nd June, Le, f the day before the 
attack on the Medjliss, did not, so far as X can learn, actually appear until flic 20th. 

From the inclosed translation made Ety Mr, Smart and checked by A bbjas Knit Khan 
mid M i\ Churchill, it will be seen that, M. de Ear twig's explanations not withstanding, 
Colonel Liakheiff was appointed Govern or-General, with full powers over the police and 
military forces. 

Colonel Lialthoff undoubtedly used the authority vested in him to good elf get* for 
Tehran I ms not been so quiet by day and by night for Hie past six or seven months. 
But in another reaped, the Proclamation defeated its own cuds by the very rigour of its 
terms* Article 5, in particular* providing that in cases of disrespect (the Persian word 
employed implies no more) to the military soldiers are authorized to use their arms, 
produced the worst effect. The people were terrified* for they felt that they were put 
ui the mercy of any one who had a grudge to pay off* and it is this clause which I ms 
driven so many persons who were in no real danger whatever to seek asylum at the 
Legation. The town wus quiet because it was cowed. 

Meantime a .Proclamation of general amnesty also appeared* 1 believe, on the 
2Mb, but in spite of it arrests have been, and still are, constantly made. In fact, 
it has been looked on merely as intended to litre suspects from their Eliding places. 

On. Monday, the 29th, a Proclamation, signed by Colonel Liakhoff himself, was 
posted up nil over the town. It. was superseded only on tEie 6th July by n motion 
signed by Mnshir-es-Sullaneb* ttie Prime Minister, explaining that Prince Moaycd-ed- 
Uowleb was Civil Governor and Colonel Liakhoff Military Governor, Translations oi 
both these documents are inclosed. 

On the 7Hi July a further Proclamation was issued by Prince Moayed-cd-f Jowkh* 
dated the nth July, in which U- is stated that, though it is necessary to continue military 
law in the town* the Civil Government would be carried on by 1dm, and inviting all 
persons havmg civil suits to refer to Inimvithin certain hours. It is further explained 
thiil the former prohibition as to gatherings does not prevent, people going to Hie 
mosques to pray. 

The following day a rescript addressed by the Shah to the Prime Minister was 
placarded about the town ordering him to concert measures of rdnrm with Ids colleagues* 
with special reference lo education, the fostering of commerce, and llie instilnilou of 
factories. The rescript also orders that the Finance Department should immediately 
investigate nit claims for arrears of: Government salaries or pensions with a view to their 
settlement. 

The object of the last paragraph was evidently to secure the adhesion of the 
vast numbers of pension holders, whose pensions had been suppressed by the Mcdjliss. 
There is, of course, no money to meet ihe imincuse claims which the Treasury would 
have to satisfy* 

Except on the IK-b July when a tea house, the properly of one of the "basils'* in 
the Legation from which it is alleged a bomb was thrown mi Lite 23rd, was wrecked by 
the Cossacks, no meantn-v of vengeance has been taken, though a considerable number 
of arrests have been made, and l believe that a very active search for arms has been in 
progress, 

El is very difficult to a,seer-lain how Hie prisoners at Bagh-i-Shuh have been treated. 
Some twenty two were placed in chains* and of Llmse one al least has died, it L said 
from (he effects of a wound on the head, which had been untended since Ills arrest, t 
have more than once urged M. de Hut twig that the rumours of brutal ilblreahncnt 
wojald justify our making joint representations in the name of humanity, and he 
promised to make inquiries as lo the condition of the prisoner it, Barunowsky was 
iireordingly sent Lo Bag hi-Shah on the IJJlli* and M. dc llarlwig has ;i Hatred me that 
he could discover nothing in !hc treatment of the prisoners which would warrant our 
interference. Of tEie chained prisonm-s six or semi have been released, and there now 
remain only twelve who arc to be shortly brought to trial 

Uu the 13tb instant two arrests were made in the vicinity of Gulahob. There 
seems lo he some reason to suppose that these arrests were bogus and effected 
[1590] 2 S 
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merely to produce the impression that even in Gidabek suspects arc not beyond the 
Shah's reach,

Memorandum yiven to Major Stokes' by a Journalist as Colonel Liakhovs oum account of 

the Events of Tuesday, June £3, 1008. 

COLONEL LTAKHOFF took possession of the MoBjid-i-Sipah Salar before 
auiirise. on the 23rd June with 300 Cossacks and two guns. Tie posted his min inside 
at the north and west doors And on Die roof, and returned to Bagb4-Sh&h to report to 
tlic Shah, TTe returned to the Mesjid to find it occupied by Anjlimans, who had turned 
his Cossacks out. It seems that soon after Colonel LiakhoEr had gone 2*000 men, 

1 leaded by Seyyhl Abdullah, one of Die two leading priests ol Tehran, arrived and 
entered Due inclosure in which the Assembly building and Mesjid stand. They 
proceeded to the north door of the Mesjid and demanded admittance. The Cossacks 
said they were very sorry, but their orders were to admit no one, Scyyid Abdullah said, 
,l No, no, my friends* you m founders land the matter, 1 have come for the sake of 
peace* and to prevent bloodshed. Wc are all brothers, all Mussulmans/' fte., and the 
Cossack & let him in, and after I dm (roofed in the 2,000 men. who then got all the 
Cossacks out ol the Men]id, shut the door and nailed it. Scyyid Abdullah then said, 
4i If any non of a burnt father tries to get in, hit him/’ 

On Colonel Link huff demanding from I lie Persian officer he had left in command 
whnt had happened, Die latter replied,* [ Wo have lost the Mesjid—how it happened 
does not matter—but we have lost it/ 1 Colonel Liakholl then posted detachments of 
4knocks to close the approaches to the Assembly and Mesjid, i.c., at the points shown 
as '■ Cossacks n on sketch, His two guns he posted at A and 15 (see sketch** 1 ) and 
thur more guns he gut from 15#h4-Shah and posted at C (to shell the Azerbaijan 
Anjtiman), 1) (to lire south-east at Mesjid) und E, The location of Die fouiLli gim is 
believed to have been the north-west corner of the Maidau. Ho then returned to 
Ihigh-i-Khoh to report, and advised the Kbnb to wait for the Aojumans to surrender, as 
he thought they could not gel out of their position. While he was at BaghA-Shah* a 
Cossack orderly brought news to him that a bomb had been thrown from the Assembly 
itidofmre wall, which had killed three Cossacks and two horses. It is stated that about 
the same lime five or Ax Cossacks* moving past Die Kil-es-SuHimfo house towards tlic 
Muidini, were fired on from Die Azerbaijan Anjuman. They did not return the fire, but 
Haul they hud no orders to fire on the people, so would not. They joined the Gjfsadts 
in (lit: Maidnti, It is. &3 ho said that at this Ume shots were fired from LhcAujuitmn-b 
Mleafletich, on the north side of the Maidau, which killed some Cossacks, 

Colonel hiakholf returned to Die Maidau and found his Cossacks taking cover 
under the walls of the houses round the Maidau. He ordered a volley to be fired in the 
Air. Tins was answered by id lie shots from every si So. The Cossacks now became 
beyond ids control, and he ordered the guns to open lire, A bomb thrown from the 
Azerbaijan Anjunmn killed a gun-temp and four of the gun detachment, iffid the gun 
remained for one hour near the Aujuman building, but no effort was made to seize it 
As across fire was brought to bear on it from'Die Aujuman and the Zil-es-Sultun’s 
house. Die gmmers could not rescue EL The Mesjid wan now shelled from the north by 
tfuuj), and from the south by gun A, More guns wore sent for, and one was placed 
R south-nest of Zil-es^iiltaii's bouse. The gnu at C was now rescued—a Cossack 
managing to creep up to it and attach a long rope to it. The gun was hauled lo B, and 
then used to shell the Anjumaud-Hidiiyaf, then placed at K, and used to fife at Zil-cs- 
SuhaiTs Wise. Another gun from the north-west corner of the Maidau fired only two 
shells. The first cleared Die wall of the MedjHss enclosure of iks defenders* who retreated 
to the Mesjid. The Dosaacks then rushed through Die gate into the enclosure. The 
gtm-dctaclimunl of the "mi at A had by this time nil been killed except one gunner, 
with whom was a Rua&ian officer. H fhe Cossacks (mounted) who were girding the 
up preach to A from the smith, suddenly found a crowd led by Mullahs advancing on 
them from the south. They ordered (ho crowd hack, but the latter pressed un where- 
u|nm Die Lossneks retired north of the guns. The solitary gunner asked Die Russian 
wIilii he should do, amh being ordered to lire, lie fired and killed a lot of men ; the 
remainder retired, Shrapnel wns fired into the Mesiuh 
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Of the people, the official report to the Shah said fiOO killed, but. Colonial Lkkhoff 
thought between 270 and 300 was more correct*

Memorandum by Mr. Churchill. 

I N accordance with your instructions, I went to town this afternoon* and when 
M, Biironowsky, my Russian colleague, joined me at G r,M. as arranged by you, we 
di-ive together to the RngbA-Shah accompanied only by tile escort of two Indian sowars 
and two ghokms 1 had taken with me From Gulahek. 

t showed him the written instructions with which you had furnished me as to the 
general sense of the communication to be made by us to the Shah, and which, lie said, 
exactly tallied with these he bad received Irani the Russian Minister, 1 asked Ifim to 
read a rough translation t had made on my way down, which he could commit to 
memory as he would have to act as spokesman. This he agreed to do* anti whoa we 
were received by 1 tic Shah he repeated the message from memory with considerable 
accuracy, file Shall, who seemed to me to have been prepared beforehand, said in 
reply, / An to the first point, you may assure the Minister and Chargd d’Affaires that T 
am doing all I can to maintain order, and they can be perfectly reassured as to the 
dalety ol their subjects.’ 1 Pointing to Colonel Liakhoff, who stood by his side* with a 
mdive Cossack officer oa interpreter, His Majesty added that the task of maintaining 
m'dp]' was intrusted to the Colonel, and was at that moment making arrangements with 
khu lor this purpose. As u> Die second point, His Majesty desired us to convey Ilia 
insurances that he had bad no quarrel with the Assembly, and that the steps lie hud 
taken were directed against Die revolutionary A nj unions and Die disturbers of the peace 
ui general. His Majesty intended, lie said* lo observe the Constitution which be had 
himself given lo his people. 

N heu rderred to the special desire ol' the Indo-European Telegraph Department 
mui Die Imperial Bank of Persia for extra guards. Ilia Majesty promised that these 
would be sent. As we retired Amir Bchudur Jang, who had been present at the 
audience, said he would himself send the necessary guards* and, calling up an Aidc-de- 
J'iimp* iisktid me to tell him rtty wants. The officer in question promised to send the 
specified number of men the snmu evening, and this was punctually carried out. 

The Shah hud received us in the open air at the door of a*yliall garden outside 
| ' c ftytmil IkiglM-tfiiuh. This garden had been found more convenient fer tile Royal 
Ijitvcin* the Bogli-i SI jab EUtilf being used lor the Court officials and sul^etjucntiy as the 
E'l'a-im in which Die numerous political prisoners, were dctamed, 

e returned, however, as we had come* tlirough the Bagh-i-Shah, and there met 
J ; e Mujtehed Scyyid Mohammed and Ids son, who were walking about apparently 
'Hi rest rained, i be venerable old Soyyid, whom I have known for some yours, enme up 
r " ll,e seemed to wish to say something* but seeing M. Baronowsky in his Russian 
' ,l cry-day uniform, he drew 3 jack* and after a formal salutation strolled away to a not bur 
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part of the garden, T was, however, much struck by the excessive pallor oi his face* 
unci I only afterwards heard of the barbarous treatment he had been subjected to earlier 
in the day* 

As we were about to enter our carriage 1 caught sight, quite dose to m in the 
crowded camp in which were assembled Colonel LtakhofF's Cossacks and Amir Hchadur’s 
irregulars, who had taken part in Lhe events of the morning, ol a t^iH round which 
Cossacks were .-holding and where apparently something quite unusual was going on. A 
cump4d lower, in reply to an inquiry, said llmt the prisoners were there chained tip, so 
M, 1 hi ro now iky and i approached, ami I saw vaguely some thirty men with heavy chains 
nnaml their necks all huddled in a very small tent with hardly uny clothes on and 
Borne in a shockingly mutilated condition. One of their number rose from the middle 
of the confused mass and beckoned to me. I immediately recognized him as the 
“ Sergeaut-at-Arms ” of the National Assembly, an inoffeneive individual whom ! had 
often stun at the Assembly, and who, in 100G, had acted in the capacity of Chief 
Constable when Mis Majesty's Legal ion was the asylum for some 14,000 “ bustis," 
Afraid of recognising other persons w hom ] might happen to know among the prisoners, 
I promptly withdrew, and us wc drove away I saw the Cossacks dancing round the 
miserable prisoners mining arid, 1 Fear, lushing them, 

I left M. Ihuvniowsky at Colonel LiukbotTs house and returned to GulaheL

Martial Lain Proclamation of June 22, 1908. 

(Published -l ime 26 27, 1008.) 

(Translation,) 

AS from the 22nd ilivne, 1008, Tehran and the other towns of"the Kingdom will be 
under murlmt law, therefore, for the suppression of mischief, the establishment ot order, 
and the public tranquillity, we hereby do order and uomrnmd that all gatherings in the 
streets, quarters, squares, us well as mass muetings in the neighbourhood of the town, 
as well as gatherings in private houses, me only lawful when the permission of the 
Governor bus been uErtirincil, And we hereby proclaim and command that all gatherings 
held contrary to this Regulation, in the streets, qmutera, mosques, &c., will be dispersed 
by military three, and in the event of any disobedience and resistance, they will be 
dispersed by brute force and rifle-five. In order to spare our people these painful 
inchh'nts, wc command Ltiem lo avoid collecting even us spectators hi the streets, 
mosques, &c> In case of dishedieuco to these llugulntions— 

Firstly, the leaders of these gathering!?, and other persons concerned in the 
gatherings, will he nr rented by order of the Governor and condemned to three months* 
imprisonment. 

Secondly, the Commander of the Cos&nck Brigade, Colonel fdnkhoff, has been 
appointed tGovernor of (be town. The Chief of Police, all Military Commanders, arc 
at his rmlera and under his command. 

Thirdly, those gatherings in public meeting-pliocs and other spots for personal or 
commercial u flairs, guild consult at ions, gatherings in cfflTee-houses which are lawful, arc 
absolutely forbidden Eater than three hours after sunset. 

Fourthly, carrying of arms without the permission of the Governor is forbidden, 
und those guilty ol this olfence will he punished according to the first provision of this 
Proclamation, Even those persons who have permission to carry arms must have a 
ticket from the Governor, 

Fifthly, persons showing disrespect, to the military will be punished as indicated 
above, and also the soldiers will he allowed to draw their arms on them. 

Sixthly, the fixing of punishment lor offences committed in the provinces against 
I lie above provisions lies with the local responsible authorities, 

Seventhly, the execution of these orders dates from the day of (heir issue.

GU I? object was the restoration of order in the Kingdom, and the steps taken to 
arrest the traitors and evil doers were lor the relief and happiness of the people, and in 
order that the guiltless and peaceful citizens should ccnwc to be disturbed and In trouble, 
and wc arc graciously pleased to proclaim by the present rescript a Geneial Amnesty. 
We positively declare that wc pardon all persona under suspicion. As to those who have 
been arrested, there will be a meeting of inquiry composed of mi prejudiced persons who 
will carefully make investigations, and any one who is guiltless will be liberated on 
condition that the people do not transgress the limitations of the lawg drawn up 
and promulgated by the military Government, or commit actions contrary to rule.

7. if any one Jircs in the town, Cossacks will be scut in the spot. If the thing has 
been done by mis lake, the offender will lie imprisoned [hr a certain period. If any one 
lh L os at night on thieves in houses, the Cossacks must outer the house to ascertain 
Bit? facts. It the firing has been done purposely (he offender will be .severely 
reprimanded, 

8. In any streets iu which street patrols should be fired on from a house it 
will be destroyed by guns, (The remainder of the sentence is quite mcomprdiciisible.) 

9. Those people who put loads of straw or wood, or beams, &c,, in the streets and 
prevent people from passing, are naked net to do so. 

It). Carriages must stop on the right baud side of the roads behind cad; other in 
fibs; and drivers who do not observe ihosu rules will he severely reprimanded. 

i I. Sprinkling of water and cleaning the streets are duties of the bouse owners ami 
tenants.

WITH reference to my telegram No. 152 of the 24th ultimo* l have the Honour to 
report that at about 7 o'clock on the evening ot the 23rd ultimo 1 learnt bj a note horn 
Major stokes that, iiltiiough ihore had been lm sign of any intention on the part of the 
hupuki' party to take hast at llh Majesty’s Legation, he thought it by no means 
improbable that some attempt would he made during the course of the night. Knowing 
that every precaution was to lie taken by the Cossacks by patrolling the streets and 
other police measures, it appeared that anything in the nature of hast an masse was 
practically out of (lie question and I thought it unnecessary la send any special orders 
to Major Stokes, ns lie was perfectly aware of the nature or the general lufti actions nt 
the Legation in this matter, namely, that bast ea masse was not to be tolerated under 
any conditions whatever, but that asylum could not be refused to persons who were in 
real Jind inindfumt danger of their lives. 

Towards 1J o’clock Major Stakes received a message from Taki ftntlen, the famous 
Tnhrccz Deputy, whose fearless and, ai all events so Ihr as public utterances are 
concur tied, unuf orate advocacy of the constitutional movement, have made linn an 
object of mortal hatred to the Shah, that he and two or three friends desired to take 
refuge in the Legation us they were he tug hunted down by the Cossacks and momen¬ 
tarily expected In he captured, and unless received they would inevitably be put to 
death. Major Stokes replied in accordance with instruction, and very shortly after¬ 
wards Tttki j&uleli and sis other, including the editor of the “ Hiibl-ul-MatfiT" and the 
subeditors of the 14 Musuvnl " and the “Sur-hteraHl ,r profited themselves ut the main 
gate of the Legation and were admitted. There is not the snmlli&t question—indeed, 
flic Uussiau Minuter has himself admitted it ip me—that had they been ret used at 
least three, and very probably more, of the party would have shared the tute ul 
J chtmgir K lum a ml Mulch-el -M ulakcllhuiu, who were strangled without trial very early 
the folio wing morning, 4 

Later flic same night, nr rather very early on W cdnp&day morning, Mortez Kuli. 
Khun* an Ispahan Deputy, riiul seven other persons were admitted in mucl] the same 
circumstance, cxcupl llml they sent no previous warning. 1 am not prepared to say 
that ihey would have been put in death, but there can be no question but that one and 
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all -voiiM have been brutally ill-used, as were, at all events for a time, a number of the 
prisoners at Ragh-i^Shah, among whom were some four or five Deputies. Seine of 
them too, were undoubtedly perfectly innocent of all offence. Although the night 
passed quietly, except for numerous arrests, the town on Wednesday morning, the 24th, 
wa>- In a state ot panic; reports of wholesale arrests and shooting accompanied by the 
most circumstantial evidence were current, and if credit had been given to one-tenth of 
mem there would have been ample .justification forgiving shelter to evtory a ppticant 
'/ presented himself at our gates. The evil reputation which the Shall brought from 
JalaecK and the well-known rutblossness of Ids chief Persian Adviser, Amir Behndur 
dang, were in tim main responsible for the prevailing terror, and it is not likely that 
w]1h the knowledge winch the Persians Have of the sceiiea enacted in Baku and the 
Caucasus two years ago, much comfort was derived from the fact that Colonel Liakhoff 
and M. Chapchal were known to be exercising great influence fit Court.

the Deputy in question, Abul Hassan Khan, and, from a recent coin 1 citation 1 had 
had with him, had judged him to 3 k? rather inclined to reactionary proclivities, and 
therefore it seemed, on the face of it, absurd that Mr. Churchill should suggest his 
taking refuge with ns. Al. dc Harbwig was, however, not to he convinced, though ho 
might have remembered that anyone living in the Russian village of Zerguctulch 
was as safe from arbitrary arrest as himself. On returning to the Legation 1 
questioned Mr. Churchill, who said lie thought lie could explain the story. Briefly, 
the fuels am as follows: On the 24th .Tune AIT. Churchill scuta note to Abul Hassan 
Khan, whom he has known for many years, informing him that Taki Zadtdi and some 
newspaper editors had taken refuge the previous niglit in the Legation in town, and 
saying that ho would like to see him if ho wore able to come to < Jnlahok in the course 
of the day. lie had called to see me the previous day. The note arrived while 
Air. Basil, the Armenian correspondent of the ” Daily Mail," who is known to be in 
Hussion pay, was with Ahid llassati Kiutn, who casually mentioned its contents, and 
Ala 1 . Basil nt once repeated it, no doubt with embellishments, to M. de Har^vig. 

I have seen letters from both Abul Hasson Khan and Mr. Basil, absolutely 
confirming this account, and the former is willing to tell M. dc llartwig that 
MiTChurehiU has never, in any way whatever, given him any invitation or encourage¬ 
ment to take hast hi Flis Majesty** Legation. On two occasions [ have wished to 
explain the matter to M. do l far twig ; on the first he flatly denied that he had over 
mentioned a letter, and on the second ho declined to listen, and brought up an 



accusation against Major Btokcs. T examined this also with great care, and Found 
that it had just about as much truth—distorted truth -as that against Air. Churchill; 
The story is long and completed, and I think I need not 1 rouble you with its details. 

As regards Abbas Kuti It him, he is not, and never has been, a member of any 
political Anjumcn whatever* In February lie attended one single “imakhaiti” 
a purely religious meeting, though held in the lodge of the Azerbaijan Anjumcn 
—and, after asking my permission, on one occasion accepted an invitation to a meeting 
of ft scientific club (Anjumcn) out of pure curiosity. 

! have ascertained that three of our gholams have been mcinhevs of Anj mucus, 
all of a moderate type, but 3 cannot learn that they ever took any active part, or in 
fact, did more iluin pay their subscriptions and attend a few meetings; the. fault, if 
fault there is, is a venial one, considering, that there arc other Legations whose nlTieml 
Mimshi-s were prominent officials ef Anjuiucna of advanced views. 

As regards the; Fourth charge, I have had Indirect inquiries made in (he beam's, 
the result of which convinces me that had the smallest encouragement been given by 
our gin dams we should have lmd o,0U0 hnstis in the Legation. One of my 
iufoirmauL, who may ho implicitly trusted, says: “The bazaars were waiting for 
Mr. AEarling ti> give the signal >! (dr., on Monday, the Gth duly)* The fact, that no 
such movement was made teems fo mo to he sutlieicid. proof of the loyalty of our 
gholams under peculiarly trying ctrcumstances. 

As i reported in tny telegram No* : 5)8 ol' the fitll July, M* de Hart wig pi’pmised 
to give me some definite charge against these mein to he supplied from Colonel 
LiakhofTs reports, lie has hi E her to failed to do ho, 

1 have sometimes been tempted to accept lire French Ministers view that M, de 
l lo i-twig knows all Ins accusations to be false, but I attt convinced that thin is not so. 
Tin L re are plenty of people who have an interest in, ^renting m&trual between the two 
Legations, and no doubt innumerable si erics to our discredit reach him. M. de liar twig 
probably reflects lhal there is no smeke without lire, but feels that holms not mid 
eanuol bring any proof that will bear examination. He has no doubt reported hb 







suspicions in a very positive shape to his Government, and would feel very embarrassed 
if he now had to retract them* 

He has no doubt also received a severe disapproval for having given events here 
a turn w hich has betrayed the fact that Russia, or at least some of the Russian Agents 
here, have ignored the understanding between Great Britain and Russia that both 
Powers wilt abstain from interference in Persian internal affairs, and he is proper* 
tionately anxious to be able to excuse him self by alleging that the loyalty of His 
Majesty's Legation is not above suspicion in this respect.

The first was ihe continuation of the Slicitanahad affair and was llio work of 
Kurds from IJsImu, aided by a parly of llerkais from Mergavar, who laid waste the 
country nearly ns far north'as the'Baraudus!

1 have not hold a separate 
inquiry on my own account into these occurrences, hut they are a nml tcref common 
knowledge, and the M \mw\ man wihiosg|s examined in my presence by Mnhteshom- 
i^-Suhmwh gave what, appeared to he a fairly reliable account of what happened fo 
them, (hough their evidence showed signs of previous coaching on some points. It is 
difficult, (o say I'xadly at what time this raid Ceased, and it is probable that while the 
majority of the Kurds who pnrtiei|uili>rl in il relumed home with their plunder, a 
certain number of them romniued in the district in the I rope of obtaining more, and 
after indulging in minor tuhborios I in ally took part in the second and shorter mid.

LX addressing you on behalf of the American Mission in llmniiti it is not 
jwees^jry to remiiul youih'ii for some time past the state of the country has boon 
growing more ami mom perilous and the danger to life and property has become more 
imminent day by day. The situation at present is alarming in the'extreme. Within 
tin? past few days some three or four Christian villages and u much larger number of 
Moslem villages have been sacked in the southern part of the plain of Ummia, 
the assailants being the same Kurds who recently attacked and devastated the district 
of Dole, To-clay they attacked the villages of Ardishai and Takya, sumo 12 miles 
from the city. Allhough the Kurds were beaten off with the loss of twelve of their 
number, they have since renewed ihe attack. There seems to be great reason to fear 
that in the village of Babnrud, although it had previously been pillaged, the Kurds 
to-day killed a considerable number of innocent people. Tins village of Ditfaataka Is 
Ilueatened by another large force of Kurds. In another part of the plain and by an 
entirely different set of Kurds nn attack was made on tile village of Anhar, only 
I miles from thu city. Another alarming feature of the situation is that a largo 
number of despcrate refugees are pouring into the city from the pillaged villages. 
T :, -da\ wo have barely escaped a serious mob and no one can tell what a day may 
bring forth. We all hoped that the coming of the Turkish Commissioners would be 
marked by a cessation of the attack by Kurds, practically all of wlrnm arc from 
districts now occupied by Turkish troop's. When we called un the Turkish Cotmnis- 
siniiei's recently I he condition or the country was discussed, but the subject was treated 
by i hem in a very Umpanl way. There is no force on Ihe part of the Persians capable 
td resisting the Kurds, and the only hope would seem to be the action of some other 
Power. While the greatest peril is undoubtedly that to l hr poor villagers, bath 
Christuin and Moslem, we cannot but fed that there is increasing danger to foreigners 
here. It is of course impossible far us to curry on our usual work in the villages. 
Under all these v ire inn stances wo camlet but appeal to you to exert every effort Lu 
bring about such action as will resemj. the poor people of this region from pillage and 
murder and also protect foreign residents Prom the common danger.

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The inhabitants of the villages in Ibe plain, Mussulman and Christian alike, are 
in a different case. Mirny villages have Ihicii plundered and many villagers murdered. 
Many more villages, from fear of plunder, have been abandoned, and their inhabitants 
have taken refuge (jithov in Urnniia or in other dctens)file u g litres► jVgiit ultuii is at 
a standstill at a time when lids compulsory idleness will entail famine at a Inter date, 
We m^nisie that the Governor of Ururnia, though well-intentioned enough, is 
absolutely without the power to step these disorders. As, however, the raiding Kurds 
are nitSuir admittedly Turkish subjects or am claimed as such by the '.I uvks, and us tlif* 
Turks have abundant force on the frontier to control every Kurd in the country, 
could not pressure be brought on the Ottoman authorities, either in Uxuniia or 
elsewhere, to bang about the cessation of the present state of anarchy f

Stokes describing in detail the manner in which His Majesty's Legation was kept under 
military surveillance from the evening of ike 24th June to the 30th. Major Stokes’ 
Recount only records what lie actually saw himself, but as a matter of tact on two days, 
the 28th anil 20th, the watch was even more close than he was aware of, for on those two 
days there were four, not two, posts of Cossacks stationed each some 250 fo 300 yards 
from, and in sight of, the Legation compound, and so disposed that each on its round 
must pass along one or more of the roads bounding t he Legation compound. These disposi¬ 
tions arc proved by a letter from Colonel LiaLhnlfof w hi eh l lmve a copy furnished me by 
lIso Minister for Foreign Affairs. M. de Hart-wig bos assured me that one ol these 
pickets, that yl the north-west corner, was intended to prevent the great garden nl the 
Jivte Atabeg from being used to store plunder. T ot con rue replied that had 3 known 
this l should have raised no objection to (bat particular picket; but us a matter ot 
fact the pretext for placing twelve mounted men there was patently hollow, for three or 
four foot Cossacks would have been amply sufficient to prevent any one Iron trying to 
conceal loot in it. 

The Memorandum, 1 think, shows quite clearly that from the evening of the 24th 
t I some time during the night of the 25th the Legation was very closely watched by 
rossucTs in uniform, that on the 26th the watch was very much relaxed, but only to be 
renewed again on the following day, but by gendarmes- instead ot Cossacks, and that 
on the sfith four pickets of mounted Cossacks were stationed in such a manner as. to 
patrol the roads 11 EI round the Legation at frequent intervals. On the 26th [lie patrolling 
was less obtrusively done, and on the ne^t day the Cossacks disappeared, though a few 
police were still hanging about. l 

For the next three days there w'as liille to complain ol, but on the night ot the 
3rd July il strong picket of some twenty Cossacks was posted on the road north ot llie 
Legal ion, and on the 4th and 5th patrols were constantly winking round the Legation. 
The reason put forward for renewing the guards, as reported in my telegram Mo. Ith) 
nl the 4th July, was the exaggerated jstory that preparations were being made at (he 
Legation for the reception of a large number ot bast is* 

Attempts have been made by the Huh hi an Minister, in defence, of course, of C monel 
Link half's action, and by the Minister for Foreign Affairs, on msmiclions from the 
Shall, to persuade me that the reports which I have had from Tehran as to these 
proceedings were exaggerated. The answer la that in no other part ol file town, not 
oven in the vicinity of the Mcdjlisa and Mosque, have any measures been taken in any 
way resembling those in force around His Majesty’s Legation, and that (lie state ol n flairs 
has been the common talk of the town, and the Legation the centre of attraction for 
curious sightseers. 

No doubt the Shah baa been nervously anxious to prevent the recurrence til bant 
in large numbers at I be Legation os in 10(P>, and no doubt also his apprehend'mu have 
been "quickened by the reports brought him by Colonel Link boil ol our alleged 
endeavours to induce the baxuur people to seek asylum with us. My own impression 
is that Colonel Lia|lu>ff'fi lira! measures on the evening of the 24th were taken without 
reflecting that he was offering a serious affront to a foreign Legation, and Hint later on 
lie persisted in them to prove to the public that Lite Legation was pow-erlefl^In help 
them I van not, however, acquit Colonel Liakholl oi having acted with villa! dvsiegaid 
lor the resold due to Mis Majesty’s Legation, and I fear also that he fob seme degree 
A satisfaction in so doing.

There 
wus also n detachment of soldiers-—about twenty men —a -diori distance from the south¬ 
east corner of the Legation. During the alter noon Abbas Kuli Khan arrived from 
Gulnhek. Several Cossacks at once rushed at his carriage, pointing lheir rides at him. 
In the same way, when the carriage conveying the Foreign Office bag in charge of a 
gholain and a sowar—Loth in uniform—Sits near the main gate Cossacks rushed at it 
and thrust- their rifles into the carriage. The Cossacks were withdrawn after dark, 

June 26,—At 10 a„m. there were no guards round Lite Legal .ion, but one Cossack 
was posted in the guard-house opposite the main gate. This man reported on all 
persons who entered or left L3ie Legation, No objection could he taken to this man’s 
presence, as I found, on inquiry, that a Cossack had been posted in each guard- 
house in the town* At 7 p.m, a carriage driving towards the Legation was stopped 
by a policeman, hut allowed to pass when lie was sei Its tied the occupant was not a 
refugee. 

June 27.—Li the morning the head of the police of this quarter of the town cathc 
to the Cossack on duty at the guard-house, and obtained from him details of what lie 
had seen of people; entering and leaving the Legation. A .short time afterwards two 
gendarmes were posted at the north-east earner of the Legation* 1 then walked 
right round the Legation and found other posts live men at the south-east corner, six 
men at the south-west, four men on the north side. 3 spoke to the two latter panics. 
They were not m uniform and stated that they were waiting for a carriage to take them 
to Ninvcmu, to which place they said the Shall was moving. Mr. Churchill arrived 
from Guhihek at 1 t\M. and found live gendomes within :> yards of the main gate, who 
told him they were on duty there, Air. Churchill went on, but- on his return a few 
minutes later lie found two of them hud gene to the guard-house, while the others 
had gone to the .south-east corner of the Legation* He again spoke to them and sain! 
he would seize them if they loitered near the gate. A tew minutes later they sent in 
31 message by 33 gholain asking to be pardoned, ami adding that they were oaly obeying 
orders, that they were forty in number, and were sent by the Chief of Police, who acted 
im ibc orders of Colonel Linkhoff'. Mr. Churchill then went to see I lie M inister for 
Foreign Affairs, whose son came himself during the aflemdpn mid interrogated the 
gendarmes as to who had posted them round the Legation* At 7'lo vae, these men 
were still about, tSumgh not so conspicuous a* earlier in the day.

The Shah then said again that he was so pleased to see me, but the Nawah 
(Abbas Knli Khan) was intriguing, and his brother (Hussein Kuli Khan) was 
quite mad. 

I offered no remark.

To intervene 
in Persia was 11 the hut thing ihey desiredT The losses to Russian trade would haw 
lo In- yen great’’ indcnl to bring about such a slop. I must nut take the words lie had 
list'd on the 22nd instant lo mean that Russia positively contemplated an act of inter¬ 
vention ; lie bail merely wished lo convey to me Hie apprehensions which he felt that 
cire must a iu.rs might arise which would render !( unavoidable.

"Women, and even little girls from S to 10, were vioiaturt, some of whom threw 
themselves into the river to escape from the hands of iheir torturers* Many were 
also carried away by the mam inlet's. About 79(1 of these poor people tied to the 
town and found sheller in the Armenian Chimdi at Urmia, Some 150 souls are losti 
of whom s were killed by the Kurds before the eyes of the lleeing refugees; \vhut late 
has heldlli'tt tin remainder is not known, 

1 1 is well known to your Consulate thnl these refugees, destitute of everything 
and wilhoul any means of living, cannot expeel any kind of help from the local 
authorities of Urmia, and that I he little assiaUnce which only their fellow-Armeninns 
are giving them can of course not last long. The situation is getting worse from day 


to day, and no help can be sent from outside to those unfortunate sufferer's in their 
great need. 

Considering that the same terrible fate is threatening to strike also the other 
villages of Urmia, and the condition, of the Salmas district, whose population is largely 
composed of Armenians and other Christians, is not less dangerous at this moment, 
\ have the honour to request most earnestly that the statement may be communi¬ 
cated to I Ms I hi tannic Majesty’s Government for kind and urgent consideration, 
seeing that thousands of poor, innocent, and defence] chs Christian people, owing bo 
the continuation of the abnormal state of affairs on Hie Tunoo-Persian boundary t are 
doomed to great sufferings and to sure perdition. I have addressed this same 
statement with same appeal to the honourable Representatives of the Russian, French* 
and United Slates’ Governments in this city, hoping and trusting that by a collective 
find unanimous noble action new threatening similar disasters may successfully be 
prevented, and that the cry which ascends to heaven imploring justice will iind a 
prompt heaving.

HETWEHN the loth ami 20th July n ntunbfr of per.-ons took refuge in the village 
nf Cuklick, and by the both July as many us 150 perann.H had collected hi the open in 
one garden alone. Every endeavour was made by Mis M?ijc|t)Ls Chargd tTAfiiurc* Ln 
induct them to withdraw. After great difficulty the majority left by Hie 7th August. 

On the 3bl July about L5U people look refuge at the Turkirii Embody in fclie 
countryi hat were induced to leave on the GtU August, by which time guarantees for 
iheir safety were procured from the Hjjiuh. 

On the Jnd August some Coj&acku appeared in the vicinity pf Gulaliek, and a 
[15y9] 3 
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number of them actually entered the village, where they proposed to stay. They were 
requested to withdraw, and the matter wjih settled without an incident, 

Ximm-es-Sultaneh, who was Prime Minister until the 10th May, died suddenly on 
the 6th August at the age of about To. 

Sepahdar (Naar'ce-Sultaneb). who was until lately head of the Telegraphs and 
Posts, was recalled from Astra bad and sent to Azerbaijan in command of a military 
expedition. He left Tehran on the 28th July. 

The Zi!-CH-8u!tan left Ispahan for Tehran on the 8th August, 

Mr. Lnmlon* special correspondent of the “Daily Telegraph,” arrived in Tehran at 
the end of July, and proposes to i j o on to India, 

Captain Haworth. His Majesty's Consul at Kerman shrill, and Captain Lorimer, His 
Majesty® Vice-ConsuI at Ahwaz, have both been staying at Gukhek during the past 
few weeks. 

The General Sitmtion* 

The Shah remains at Ilagh-i-Shnli,. where preparations are being made for a 
long star. Amir Rehariur Jang, who has received the title of Scpah-Sakir and post of 
War Minister, seems to ho all-powerful, His relations with Colonel LiaktioH’, who is 
still in military command of Tehran, do not appear to be very cordial. 

Although, the popular movement has, to all intents and purposes, been successfully 
crushed since the 23rd June, and the only effective resistance has been that offered by 
the people of Tabrcex, who are still fighting, there arc ample indications of future 
trouble in the form of a recrudescence of tlie movement, The clergy of Nejef have 
pronounced themselves against the Shah, and though their telegrams have been 
suppressed the news is generally known. The effect of the news from 'turkey lias not 
been very great, and will probably only tenet later, In the mean time the Shah appears 
to be in great financial difficulties, and hi. Bizot ts aL present engaged in preparing a 
scheme by which something might be done to improve the situation, The extraordinary 
military preparations at Baghd-Bhah and the dispatch of troops to Azerbaijan have 
contributed to deplete the Treasury. 

Prince JdM-et E-Do wlch, Ala-ed-Dowlob, and Serdar Mansur, who were arrested 
by the Shah's orders on the 7th June, have now left the country for Europe. 

Scyeil Abdullah, the Mujielied, who was gent to Kerbela, is reported to have been 
detained on tlie Persian side of the border near Knsr-i»£fhirin, 

The refugees who remained in tlie Legation at Tehran after the delivery of the 
Shah’s Rescript guaranteeing tlieir safety on the 11th July, finally departed on the 18th 
and 19th duly in carriages for Knzeli e?i ran A to Europe. This is reported upon fully in 
a separate despatch.

desire Lo bold a meeting of I he ,J (Mud's de Mission ' to discuss whether Collective 
representation should not he made to the Shah Hie Hutch Minister, who was present, 
appear cl! unwilling to express any opinion t ill L hail given him ti lead, ami l therefore 
said ihut the Mate of iVrsin. with the one exception uf Tubmen, was no worse than it 
had been at any time during the past eight months, and that 3 thought lhat there was 
ot> necLwhy lor aueh u step* M do Sttirler expressed a general concurrence in this 
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view, and added that Dutch interests in Persia were so small that he would scarcely 
feel justified in agreeing to such a meeting until matters became very nfiueh worse. 
Djemil Bey, however, with the evident approval of his chief, whose French is too 
scanty to allow him tn take part in any dismission carried on in that language, insisted 
on his point flint a meeting was necessary, and intimated that, as there were two or 
three Ministers who desired it, the .Ambassador, as doyen, would use Jus discretion as to 
summoning his colleagues for the purpose. 

Three days Inter Djemil Bey called on me ostensibly in connection with an 
unimportant case in which British and Turkish interests art’involved* and brought tip 
the subject again, 1 asked him who were the .Ministers who were so anxious to bold tt 
meeting to discuss joint intervention, and be replied that the proposal originated with 
the Austro-Bungarian Alinistar. He went on to any that his chief had commissioned 
him to inquire what reply I. should make should the Ottoman Ambassador issue a 
circular proposing it meeting. 1 said that m my attitude in regard to anything 
resembling collective intervention in Persian affairs had been made perfectly dear at the 
meeting of the 1711 1 December Gee my despatch No. 277 of the 30ill December; 1007), 
I should reply'that, as J saw no necessity for such action at present, ! could not take 
pari in a meeting ol the Corps Diplomatique except on explicit in si ructions front niy 
Government. 1 also pointed out to Djemil Bey how absurd it would be for the Turkish 
Embassy to take the lead in joint representations on humturitariaa nr any other grounds 
as regards the struggle going on io Tabreez, considering th& Turkish troops had been 
ravaging Pi-rHim territory in the Uremia districts for the past year. 

M, de Bart wig, to whom 1 mentioned the conversation which took place at the 
Ottoman Embassy, stated that he would absolutely decline to attend any meeting, and 
said that if the Turkish Ambassador should send out a circular to the Chefs dc Mission," 
lie felt inclined to raise the question of the expediency of the Representative of a 
Mussulman Power acting us doyen in a Mussulman country. He saw great, incon¬ 
veniences iti the arrangement, and was much inclined to dispute it. I expressed my 
general concurrence, but observed that if we successfully misfed the question we might 
at some future period find mi r selves with a doyen even less aceeptabio than the Ambns- 
Ha,d«t' r Snell, for instance, as the Austro-J Bulgarian Minister; whose sole idea of dipiomacy 
seemed to be by collective action, and who, should lie (M. de Jlnmvig)goon leave, would 
become acting doyen,

WITH reference to my despatch No. 132 of the 15th iiltimo, I have the honour to 
report that, contrary io the understanding which bail been arrived at that Zil-ea-Sultan 
should leave Persia via Busliire, His Imperial Highness left Shiraz on the Tib duly l'or 
Ispahan, where he arrived on Hie I4ih. 

I hud endeavoured lo convey a message to Elis Imperial Highness through His 
Majesty's Con aids At Shiraz and Ispahan, warning him that unless he left the country 
His Alfycsty’s Government would he unable lo afford protection for his family and 
properly, and advising him to leave by the south, but Min Imperial Highness travelled so 
rapidly by a route urt which there arc no telegraph stations that this communication 
could only he delivered to him a few singes from Ispahan. 

Upon arrival there he informed His Majesty's voting Consul-General that he would 
leave vift the north, as he feared Ihc long non voyage from Bitbhire, and that he would 
Blurt as soon as tie laid put the affairs of his family m order and settled the account of 
i he Governmetit of Fnra. His Imperial Highness added that he had Lhe Shah's 
permission to do lids, which 3 subsequently learnt was correct. 

None the less Ids presence at Ispahan fora protracted period would, I felt, have 
been a grave danger to the tranquillity cd the country, and, with the concurrence of the 
Russian Minister, I informed His Imperial ! Ugliness, through His Majesty's Acting 
< nnsuUlftieraJ, that His Majesty's Government would not feel themselves under any 
obligation lo obtain guarantees for him if ho prolonged bis stay.

A DAY or two after the vMiptVfitwt of the 23rd Jm§ one or two persons of very 
respeeifthlo position vim had taken n more or less prom incut, part during tiie days ol the 
M'edjlifiS fiime up Ibrsafety (t> Gulnliek, and within ton days some twelve or fifteen others 
entile to reside in (Im village, oil her in houses rented by themselves or in those of friends, 
Most of them arrived quite openly, though a few of the more timorous seem to have 
made (heir way up after ditek. In one or two cases these persons hail undoubtedly 
reason to fear lor (heir lives, hot indeed at tlie hand-, of the Court party, hut on grounds 
of private vengeance, as, for instance, Moavin Hastrct, the-fudge who conducted the Irial 
of (he murderers of the Pars cm merchant Peteidoon; the culprits in that ease, as you 
will remember* were es<> savagely beaten that it was reported that two had died, but (.he 
rumour was untrue, ami the men have since been pardoned and allowed to return to 
Tehran. Another of the refugees is known to have fought desperately on (lie side of 
the Nnliannli-ts, and to be threatened with vengeance by one of the Cossack brigade 
whose hitulier he is said to have killed. The remainder of the "refugees' 1 had no 
particular object in seeking shelter in <iu1a1j[ek beyond the wish to be safe from 
mole-station/ The rumours of arrests at this time were very exaggerated, but there eon 
he mi duubl that u considerable number were being effected nightly, and olten [>a quite 
frivolous preiexts To show how general the terror was I tnny mention that Meftafoes- 
Buhaneh, the head of the English section of the Foreign Ofiice* was among the first 
Arrivals in Gllkhck* Me admitted Lankly that lie was afraid to stay in town, and 
told me of two or three eases of arbitrary arrest whieh had come within his certain 
knowledge. ■' Certain knowledge ” with u Persian means third band report, aim lie 
cmitossed (hat be had really mi proof of his stories, but only believed them to he true. 
Me had iun, however, ventured ont of Ids house in Tehran for two days. “ Like every 
one else.'" he sail I, “ I belonged so mi Anj Liman and was not safe, but happily i have an 
English di-eoruiiotu and when I ventured out in mine to Gulahek I put it in my pocket 
to protect me." and he produced it for my inspect bn. 

All these persons were quiet and well-behaved, and there was no reason for treating 
them dilforenlh from the ordinary summer visitors to (iuhihek. 

By the 14th ultimo the mi tuber ol refugees had risen to over thirty, and in the next 
two days some thirty*live others arrived and took up their quarters hi a garden rented 
by one ol their number and adjoining the Legation grounds, Of this last baich, the 
minority bad mb come from 'Pollran, hut from the district 1 * north of Gulahek, where a 
few arrests Had produced general alarm. 

1'prill then i could discover nothing lo show that the refugees had any other 
motive Ihnn to remain in Gulahek until things should become notional again; they 
admitted i hat ibis condition would not obtain till the Medjlisa was toms tilled and 
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martial law suspended ; but f am convinced that their flight to Gulahek was not 
prearranged, and Mint they had no thought of abusing their position for political 
purposes* 

Meantime* however, there were whisperings in the bazaars of fold mg bast in the 
village of Gulahek and in the Legation grounds. The strict measures I hail taken to 
prevent any access to the Legation in town had, of course, shown conclusively wlmt our 
attitude was in the question of bast* and (he intention obviously was to force our hands. 
But (o guard a coin si it, except by allowing the Persian Government to place pickets 
around the village—n proceeding which appeared to me to be quite inadmissible in view 
.1 recent events—was very difficult, or rather impossible with the slender resources at 
my disposal. Gulahek is an open village with seven or eight roads loading info it, and 
with thirteen men ont of (he twenty-onc gholams and sowars— for the Persian police of 
the village are quite untrustworthy—employed on absolutely necessary duties, it waa 
obviously Impossible to guard every approach. An Indian sowar, moreover* as a stranger 
to the village, is of little use unless accompanied by a gholmo. However, ! put a 
ghalufti on duty on the main road leading Into the village by which all Hie refugees had 
till then arrived, and instructed the iL kerkhodn ** to watch (he oilier approaches. ! had 
already done what E could to let if be known through the Bazaar Office of the Imperial 
Bank nf Persia and other agents that there wn$ nothing to be gained by an attempt to 
uikc bast at Gulahek, but that, on the contrary, any attempt to tin so would be strongly 
resented, but, in spite of my efforts, the rumours of such an intention continued to gain 
strength, and it seemed to me that the only way to calm the popular agitation and so 
prevent a descent on Gulahek was that the Shah should be induced, to give some 
unequivocal proof of hi- intention to abide by the Constitution* no, for instance* by 
rcuft&embhng the Mcdjlists at an early date. In this v iew the Minister for Foreign 
Affairs entirely concurred—indeed, he informed me that nil tlie more moderate members 
<>T the Government had been constantly urging it on Mis Imperial Majesty. 

Having received your general concurrbiice, provided I could secure iho compilation 
of the Russian Minister, l called on M. do Hart wig on Ihe 20th ultimo and explained 
the position to hiin F [ said that I was really apprehensive that the bazaar people might 
make an attempt to flock to Gidaliek and even to force an entry into the legation 
grounds, '[’he people already in the village bad come in circumstances which gave no 
possible pretext fur expelling them - they had never asked the Legation to take any 
steps on tlmir behalf ami i was ttafri&fl^d (hat.for the present they only desired to secure 
their personal safety. 1 had thought of trying to find out who was encouraging the 
notion which certainly existed in the bazaars of « general hasf at Gulahek, but hud 
discarded the proposal, sk \ felt sure ilmi any attempt (o get into touch wiih (be leaders 
would almost certainly he looked on nan signal that the Legation wu- willing to take up 
the popular cause and bring about what 1 moat, wished to avert. Perhaps ho (M. do 
I1 art wig) could assisr me to let it be known in the bazaars that the Legation w add in 
no circumstances whatever give any countenance to such a movement. 

M. de Mart-wig received my remarks with very ill grace. It was perfectly simple 
to keep people mil of Gulahek by asking tho Persian Government to give me a 
suliiciem force of police or soldiery t.o guard all the approaches to the village; as it 
was the revolt) ti Hilaries were being encouraged to fly to us, even if they were not 
already being invited to do so, and the Minister mentioned Mr. Church ill's name, but 
stopped abruptly. ! protested strongly against suspicions of this kind, which laid no 
foundation whatever, but M, do I lari wig was oft again on his ihvqurifo theme of 
attacking our at (it ndc.

Churchill, whom I sent to interrogate them, that they were acting without orders, 
and said that, as their officer was away, they would telephone to Tehran for instructions. 
They left Hid village the same night. 

L I informed Alu-c&-Sn)tarf4h in a semi.official letter of the incident, reminding him 
of the special privileges the Legation enjoys in Gulnbek, and requesting him to prevent 
the recurrence of such incidents in future. I added that the presence of these men at 
that moment was specially regrettable as it would make if more difficult for me to 
persuade the <£ refugees ^ in the village to depart, uk iliey would now pretend that they 
were liable to arrest. My letter was a(. once sent by Ala-cs*Sultaucb to Bfighd-Shah, 
with e lie result that a Persian officer of the brigade was Ji a patched to Gulahek to 
obtain the names of the offending Cossacks, and I understand that the men were 
subsequently punished. When I saw Ala-es-Sultuneh the following day I thanked 
him for the prompt action he had taken, and said I would consider the incident as 
closed . 

The mischief, however, has been done, for five persons* who had till then been 
living with friends in the village, managed to enter iite Legation grounds, These 
tatter, whose terrors are not entirely unjustified, were at first beyond the reach of 
argument, and even the threat of forcible removal produced no effect on them. One 
or two of them even professed that they preferred immediate death to the miseries of 
suspense if expelled, and would commit suicide. Nothing could persuade these timid 
souls that the village was net raided nightly by Cossacks thirsting for vengeance, 
Finally, however, Meftali.es-Snltaneh induced the individual who believed himself to 
be most seriously compromised lo accept a Rescript of the Shah's, written on a letter 
from Sepahdar to Mr. Churchill about Ids case, as a sufficient guarantee: This man, 
Mnntas 3 er-cd-Rowleh s had particularly distinguished himself in the defence of the 
Medjlise on the 23rd June, and feared that the Cossacks would revenge them Be Ives on 
him. lie h in the service of 8epnb<lar, who interested himself to oblLii]i permits tun to 
lake him with him to Tabrcez, whither lie was about to depart in command of the 
Royalist troops, Muntassjir eveniunlly joined his camp train at Kazvin in safety, and 
ftt once began to brag (hat he would never allow Sepal id nr to attack the National istu, or, 
if 1^ did, would fight against him himself. The oilier four, urnler the strongest 
pressure, were at last Induced to return lo their houses in the village. 

The appearance of the Cossacks had a similar effect on the party in the garden, 
which then numbered Ilk Explanations, persuasion, hxpostuhuton, taunts, and JmaJly 
open threats of coercion were wasted. In the garden they were .safe, they said, outside 
of it, even in the village, they wore in danger; they were also quite convinced that they 
would never be ex pilled by force, a belief which was naturally confirmed so long as the 
warning Lhnt force might be employed lo remove them was not carried into effect* In 
tin- ciieimistances lI appeared imperative to employ coercion, firstly, because jl was 
clear that until I he illusion that the Legation was not emj>o®ered to have recourse to 
force was dispelled the * ( ndugecs ,i would decline to leave; and, secondly, because 
nothing was better calculated to avert the future po.4*ibility of bast than an unequivocal 
proof ill at the Legation would mot permit ils exceptional position hi Gulahek to be 
abused for political reasons. 'There were, of course, some inevitable disadvantage, 
f.ry. ( J.lmt we should incur, Jura time at all events, considerable unpopularity, and that it 
would be represented that the Legation had yielded to the insistence of the Shall, Thu 
legality of exphfimg the refugees from a private garden hired by one of them also 
sec me d open to question, for it- could not bo seriously protended that their presence 
was likely to cause any disturbance of the peace. Rut the point is not one which would 
attract attention in Persia* though it might give rise to embarrassing comment in 
England. 

The receipt ol' your telegram No. U){), authorizing me to apply to the Persian 
Government for a sufficient police force la dear the garden, entirely altered the 
situation, and a few hours 132 out of 111 of the refugees hud taken their departure. 
The remaining twelve* however, were obdurate, and uue at all events, in Mr. SmarPa 
press nee ,4tmde ddpi (lustration of Irak dutermi nuliuu not to lull into the SIijMi’h hands by 
swallowing a dose of opium large enough to kill him. The man was at once medically 
treat' d, ami in little the worse for his lolly. Though this is a usual Persian device to 
compel pity, and need not he taken loo seriously, it- indicates that the pretended 
suicide has worked himself up lo the last pitch of resolution. I therefore thought ii 
better not to resort to force iu the case of these mem Indeed I did not think it would 
Lc entirely justiliable, inasmuch ns all twelve were among the first arrivals la the 
garden, and had, to the best of my belief* been driven to seek refuge in Gulahek solely 
by their font*, 1 was relived of fur tiler i rouble iu the matter by the assistance of 
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Meftah-cs-Sulfcaneh who, with my permission, offered to use his influence to induce the 
men to go. After el long interview with them lie arranged to obtain a Rescript Irom the 
Shah, a copy of which would be given to each individual. As this arrangement appeared 
to me to be preferable to forcible expulsion and its attendant unpopularity L agreed to 
it, and the men finally left the garden on the 11th instant. 

The bastis at the Turkish Embassy remained there until the Gth instant, and only 
consented to depart when each had been furnished with a paper of amnesty.

I am confident that Captain Lorimer would not persist in penetrating 
into any of the less frequented regions wtlhont f cel in g satisfied in regard to the 
arrangement* rnude for his personal security. As one of many Instances which have 
led me to rely upon Captain Lorimer 5 * judgment and freedom from impetuosity, I 
may mention ‘ the fact that when recently travelling from Ah wok to Ispahan, vifll 
Shuster and ! lizful* he prudently abandoned, owing to the dangerous state ot the 
country ter one day s march out of Lfizfiil, his intention of entering Pasht-i-Kuh, a 
region regarding which he has for .some years past been most anxious to collect first 
hand political and geographical information.

Sir, Gutuheh, August 13,1908. 

THERE has been tio very marked change in the internal political situation 
during the past month, hut what little alteration has taken place is not to the 
advantage of the rcae tio nary party. The Shah himself in described a a being 
exceedingly apprehensive lor his personal safety * and to render himself more secure 
has mnufjimed to his camp at Itagh i-$huli some thousands of lighting 1 ritoymen, 
Rakhtiarls, Kalhors, &c., mid the numbers of the Cossack* have also broil raised and 
practically all the more modern artillery has been placed at Colonel LmkholTa 
orders. The loyalty of the tribal forces is* however, uncertain* They have been 
attracted to Tehran by the prospects of unlimited plunder and are not a little 
discontented at finding that not only are their service* not required for this purpose 
here, but that if there is any loot to lie had it is at Tuhrccz, mid then only after bard 
fighting. Their presence in Tehran is none the less of service to the Shah, as it 
terrorises the city. On the other hand, the want of money makes it doubtful how 
long Ills Majesty will be able to retain them, and as soon ;is they realize that there 
is no money and no prospect of plunder they may return to their homes, as one party 
of Bukhtinris is said to have done already. Meantime they arc a source of some 
anxiety to Colonel LEnkholT, who is obliged to take stringent measures to restrain 
them from creating dihtnrlwmces in the town. 

With his usual shorUightedneas the Shah has done nothing to prepare the way 
for a return to (he Constitutional togiioo in conditions agreeable to himself. It Is 
said, indeed, that one or two cx-Minister* and Deputies arc engaged in drawing up a 
new electoral law, and in framing regulations fur the appointment of a Senate, rhe 
creation of law courts, &e.> bat no result is so far apparent, and as the time is 
growing short before the promised convocation of the Modjfiss the general disbelief in 
the Shah's pledges steadily increases. llis Majesty's personal activity has been 
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largely centred in the inquiry into the attempt on Ids life last February and in such 
incidents, all of minor importance, as Zikes.Sultan's movements the bnstis at the 
Turkish Emb&s$y p and a handful of insignificant agitators who spent a week in the 
village of Gulahek, while his advisers Imve liad such attention as they can spare 
from their own personal interests turned towards the struggle at Tabriz; Indeed, 
unless the fact tlmt despite the manifold reports to the contrarv, no further 
executions li&ve taken place Is to ho taken us a proof of it, no one at Ilngh-i-Shah 
seems to have given a thought to the necessity of taking some steps towards con¬ 
ciliating public opinion. On the contrary, there is an evident desire to attempt to 
evade the Shah's promise tq summon Parliament, for efforts have been made to 
organize spurious petitions both in the capital and provincial towns, represent!n 

? that 

the nation has no ttesite far a Medjbss, and praying the Shah to abolish it. 1 hear. 
However, that since thareceipt of the news of the recall, of the Turkish Chamber of 
Deputies, the project has been abandoned. 

At Roghd-Sliah there is no sign of any settled policy, hut it seem* dear that the 
Shah is much Ifts inclined to rely on the Russian party than heretofore ami to Imvo 
taken Amir Relmdur Jang as his chief adviser, Possibly it has been intimated to His 
Majesty that Colonel hiakhofl went beyond the wishes of his Government in attacking 
the Medjliss and Mosque on the 23rd dune, and that in the future he will have to 
confine himself strictly to the defence of the Shah’s person. But whether this 
surmise is correct or not, it is unquestionable tlmt Amir Bahadur Jang and a small 
clique of courtiers, such as AJi Khan and lleslimet-cd-Uowleli, are for the present all 
powerful, Under the influence of this camarilla, the old order of things had been 
re-established, and Ministers arc mere cyphers, or rather, as witness the reception 
given to M. Bizet's proposals for financial reform, passive instruments to carry out 
the sejpsh interests of the powerful courtiers who, and especially Amir Bahadur Jang, 
am unquestionably making considerable sums of money by the time-honoured 
Persian methods. Their object is naturally to prolong the existing state of affairs as 
long as possible, and they look forward with dismay to the possibility of the resump¬ 
tion of the constitutional togirnc, which would seriously curtail their opportunity* of 
gain, and which they arc making every effort to prevent, 

Among those who, though of the Shall 5 * party, are included in privileged 
circle, t.]sere evidently exists considerable mistrust as to what the future will bring 
forth. Thus Asset-ed-J Dowleb and Ekbal-ed-Dmvleh, the newly appointed (j overrun's 
of Par* and Isfahan, have shown the greatest reluctance to take up their posts, while 
Sepnhdnr-* -whose loyalty mmi have been severely tried by theterbifcrary cancellation of 
his lucrative contract for fanning the telegraph system—and Ain-cd.Rowteli arc still 
loitering on their way to Tabrecz, where, ns Military Commander anti Governor 
respectively, i liny arc to restore order in the Shah’s name. The same unwillingness 
pervades the trogps* ml even a party of Cossacks sent from Urmia to Tubrcez in the 
beginning of July* refused to attack the Nationalists. On liie other hand, the 
popular party has not recovered from the shock of the coup H'ftua. Ite quiesencQ 
is to n great extent explained by the absence of its real leaders, who am cither in 
hiding or have fled abroad * while the few men of weight and position in the country 
who honestly sympathise with t he reform movement are too conscious that Persia is 
not yet ripe for self-government to be ready to risk their freedom by premature 
action, 

Tims then though fhe feeling against absolution is by no means dead, and in 
spite of th g encouragement derived from the news of recent* events in Turkey* there 
had been no attempt at any serious movement. It will, however, he curious to note 
the effect of the declaration made by the Mujtohads of Nejef in Favour of 
Constitutionalism. The news has but just begun to reach the public, and so far has 
fallen rather ifo, hut, well informed persons are inclined to believe that when the 
knowledge that the spiritual chiefs oE the Shiahs have pronounced against the Shah 
becomes general, the fanaticism of the nation will he roused irresistibly. In niy 0Wt J 
opinion, much depends on the capacity of the Shah to make hiu^clf master of 
Tahreoz, 

The somewhat disconnected telegrams which I received from Air. Vice-Consul 
Stevens appear on Mm whole to confirm the reports current hero that the atrugMe ilium 
has in great measure lost its unwind constitutional diameter, and h degenerating into 
a faction fight in which the parties on either side arc Inspired ns much by private as by 
political interests. But lie Ibis a* it may, it is beyond question that should the forces 
nominally fighting on behalfof the Shah, he definitively worsted, the result would bo 
hailed a* a triumph for the Nationalist party! ami a great impetus would he toven to 













their cause throughout the country. In fact, the immediate future depends on the 
issue of m strtieglfi in that city, flow the conflict will end is impossible to predict, 
lilt! Shall 5s making a great effort to overwhelm opposition by hurrying up reinforce¬ 
ments, 1ml the troops rmueav to he Ifewrm and thou leaders halt-hearted; while 
the opposite faction, though hard pressed, is encouraged by vague promises of succour 

The Test oh Persia appears to he indifferent, anti it is quite probable that x ' n> ' 
Shah giving anv proof of capacity to govern, the bnik of the nation would acquiesce 
for a time in a*return to absolutism. Unfortunately for him, be bus not done s.o; 
disorders and insecurity are already commencing in bars, on the fsfahau-Jiead road, 
and in thn neighbourhood of Bam and Kogan, and this will m all probability redound 

to his discredit. . , . 

Qjj the whole, then, the Shell’s fortunes appear to he precarious, and it- is 

■ftulorUmate for him that, while lie is entirely deficient in the fiuahties reqmsLto to 
deal villi the difllcult situation in which he has placed himseiL, he has been abte to 
find no holler mlviser limn Amir Rekadur Jung* a man whose aims arc wholly scJhsti, 
and whose only recbmmcndMaii is the reputation for reckIcssucss, which, m lersia, 
of 1 on passes for resolution. 11 is advice to the Shah will certainly be to disregard lus 
pledges to summon a new llcdjliss, and there can be no doubt that the advice would 
he comtouial to his master* But should the Shah follow it., and should the three 
months’ pass witI lo ut. orders being issued for new elections* it is more than probable 
th ei t rui attempt will be made by the popular parly in Tehran to appeal to this 
Legation* and, perhaps, even fco all the foreign Missions, to bring pressure to beat on 
His .Majesty to fulfil his promises. In one way or another* therefore, it seems 
inevitable ifiat. a new Medjliss will meet before the end of the year, but mao 1 so, 
1 doubt whether the state of Persia will be thereby sensibly bettered, il the slum 
is able to secure tlstx return of subservient Kepufics, the now ParluiimuAw ■ oa J 
nerve to sanction tbe rocstaMkhmcnt for a time of the old state ot nHairs which 
orteijiiillv led to the constitutional movement; while, on the other hand, it thy 
elections arc free, they arc likely to result in the return of a House oft hostile to His 
Ihijestv as I he hist, hut without the support of the A nj unions to make its opposition 
effective. In Either case will the cause of reform he forwarded.

IpitraiiiiL vliii'li, besides possessing the advantages already cited for the ihisUt-i-Kuh

v,. Apart from this it is. I venture to think, open to doubt whether an endeavour 
to divert the very considerable trade entering Western Itersia by way ot Bngdad is in 
Usclf desirable owing to tbe great be neb t enjoyed the re from by the Euphrates ami 
Tig Ha Si earn NireigiUinu Cum p liny, lie that us it uuiy* l uni ii liable entirely to share

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the expense of that viA Bagdad. A not unfair analogy may be found in the Bakbtiari 
road which, in spite of its undoubted advantages and the great things predicted for if, 
fias not fount! general favour ns ati alternative to the long atiid arduous Busliiro- 
Shiraz route. This has no doubt been duo to the difficulty of attracting muleteers from 
the old to the new road and it may not unfairly be urged that the Persian Transport 
< ompany have not taken full advantage of their opportunities ; nevertheless there is a 
dose parallel between the two cases and i.t would, in mv opinion, be imprudent, entirely 
to disregard Messrs, Lynch’s experiences or to assume that tbe difficulties they 
encountered will not recur elsewhere* 

4. Captain Haworth is, I think, now impressed with the superior advantages of the 
direct Ltfristen route, and L consider that, before falling back on the JPuslU-i-Kub 
route in default of a belter, it would be as well to adopt Captain Haworth's suggestion, 
and sec it personal pressure exercised locally by a Consular oliiccr and ei harrying nf 
local dignitaries by the Central -Government stimulated by the Legation, will reveal any 
chance of opening up the Lumteu road.

I co&fess to some diffidence in putting forward any definite suggestions, in view 
of the information you wore good enough to convey to me in your telegram No. I Do of 
the 2Dtb duly to Lhc effect that the Russian Government have agreed in principle to the 
construeLk>u of a railway from Julfa to Mohammorah, Et. stands to reason that such 
an undertaking overshadows all rood-building projects in the regions to be traversed 
by the railway, but, in default of information as to the precise nature of the railway 
scheme and the approximate date of its execution, S have thought, it my duty to lay 
before you, the conclusions to which a consideration of Captain Haworth's project and 
its attendant circumstances have led me. 

7, In conclusion, I take leave to draw special attention Lo the stress Captain Haworth 
rightly lay a cm the importance of British and Indian trade entering 1'orsm vift Bagdad 
mid Kerman shah, the volume ot which m increasing steadily and at a greater proportional 
rate than that entering by the (lull' ports, which 1 l indeed exceeds. 11m figures given 
may advantageously be read in conjunction with dm account of German commercial 
efforts in the Ktermnnshnh neighbour hoed, which forms the subject of my despatch 
fro, 215 of to-day'ft date.

1 HAVE the honour frt ackuowlglge the receipt ot your indorsement dated the 
29th March, ]9U8, forwarding n copy uf Gaplaib Lorimer’s eritiei_sn.s on nxy scheme 
for the improvement of the FuslUd-kuh route in the interests of British trade.

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In submitting that Report, my idea throughout was competition with the Bagdad 
route, and Captain Lnrimer'e remarks, in so lav ns they are criticisms of my scheme, do 
not hold when regarded in the light of that competition. Let me give an instance* 
Captain Larimer states that if the caravanserai were remunerative works, the fact that 
the muleteers would have to pay for their accommodation wo aid increase the cost of the 
rates of transport, This is not correct; the muleteer already pays all such charges out 
of the rates quoted for the Bagdad road, and would do so equally from those quoted for 
the new road. If Captain Lnrimcr's objections are taken in the above light, it will he 
seen that, with the exception of one case, they fall to the ground. 

If the last paragraph but one of my letter bo read again, it will be seen that 

1 submit a primd facie case, on which I ask the general opinion of tine Government 
before proceeding further; to do more than this would first mean the examination of 
the road hy an expert, and to tills point I return at the cud of my letter, in stating what 
appears to me to be the action required to be taken. 

There is, however, no doubt ihat the road charges would be some kram per mule 
more expensive than my original estimate, 1 have allowed but 21 brans as the 
maximum per ton for the rates on the River Kanin, whereas I find that Messrs, Lynch’s 
charges are at present 11*. hr/, a-1 on, equal, sit the rate of exchange i have assumed 
throughout, to 2b£ krans; thus, allowing ns before sis mules to the ton, we must allow 
krans pL L r mule-load in place of the maximum of 31 formerly stated. 

One of Captain Lerimer's objections also is sound, the royalty must be added lo the 
cost of the route, and it is therefore necessary to get some idea of what this is likely to 
amount to. 

As far as 1 can hud out taking mules, camels, and donkeys some 70,000 to 80,000 
loads arrive yearly along the Bagdad route; if the new road is to be a success the 
greater part of this must be dcfleeted, let us say 50,000 loads. 

i calculate that 100 Sowars should he sufficient to protect the road, and allowing 
8 tomans per mensem to each Sowar we should reach a total of 0,600 tomans for the 
100, if we had to pay them directly ourselves. This would necessitate a royalty of 

2 krans per mule which is a very high rate. The Walt of Pught-i-Kuh, however, is 
obliged to keep up his Sowars at all times, and there is little doubt that on coming to 
details he would only be too glad to take over the duties for half the sum 1 have named 
fertile equivalent of 1,000/. a-yoar. This would entail a royalty of I krau per mule at 
which, J think, we may leave the rate without risk of under-estimation.' 

The above statement, leaves the quest ion somewhat undecided, hut it must he 
remembered that the point would be definitely settled by reference to the tt'nli as soon 
as 1 had instruction to put the matter on n Used basis for limit decision. 

Vfe have to add then 1 j krans to my former estimate on account of the Karon 
River and at least 1 kmn for the royalty or 2} krans per mute in all. On the other band, 
while ! took 70 krans as the rate per mule from Bagdad to Kerman shall the rates this 
year have varied from 85 io IB5 krans, giving an average of 110 krans per unite; 
similarly wherena I have allowed ft:?* GrfJ iper ton from Bagdad the rate this year has 
varied from 30s, to giving an average rale of 40* per ton. fit will be seen that the 
rates which were allow eel for comparison were greatly to the advantage of the Bagdad 
route, 

The chief difficulty in patting up a scheme of this description with «uch varying 
rates is to get a basis of comparison, the only thing lo he done is to give the general 
figures amt in comparing to allow a margin for safety, It remains, however, sufficiently 
clear ihat I be differ once of cosl between the two roads would be little if anything, any 
possible ad vantage lying with the new route, while the immense difference in titnej 
absence of irregular charges and of transit dues would all be in favour of the Pu&lH-i- 
Kuh mad. 

i have come to the conclusion that it would he wiser to treat my suggestions for 
agents and for a subsidized transport service separately; putting the three schemes 
together is apt to produce an idea of a complicated system which in reality does not 
exist, for (he three schemes, though eoinplcrneEitm-y, are absolutely distinct and do not 
depend Ehc one on the other in any way. 

To revert to Captain LorimeBs objections, to answer each of these separately 
would demand ft long letter in itself, and 1 will therefore hold over the subject for 
another communication, since my object in this letter is not In point out the advantages 
of the road proposed by me, but to consider its disadvantages anil to review the general 
situation. 

In submitting the scheme, which i did, I was driven to doing m by the fact that 
i believed our trade on this road to he in danger. I was not at the time aware of the 
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fact, which was stated Inter by Sir E, Grey f mid whicli would seem to show that my 
alarm was not without reason, In discussing the Convention in Parliament, it waa 
given out that the Russians made it a condition for completing the Convention that 
the Kermnnshah route should be included in their sphere. Now, since the Convention 
excludes territorial aggrandisement, the anxiety of the Russians would seem to be 
founded on one of two grounds 

1, The possibility cl' mineral or industrial Concessions. 

2. The importance of the trade on the route from a strategical, political, or 
commercial view. 

It i$ true that the iuduptriai possibilities of this district are great, hut their 
exploitation is not a matter of the immediate future, nor is the Russian likely to be the 
man lo take up their development; thus, unless there arc mineral Concessions of which 
I am unaware, the ground would seem to be narrowed down to the trade on the route, 
and its political or strategical importance. 

it I ms been given as an axiom that, with the Russian's political in El nonce and 
commerce are, in Persia, interchangeable terms, shoulid the interest be strategical 
the trade would, presumably, equally be made to pay for the improvement of the 
road. 

It. will then be instructive to examine the trade of the Kermanshnh route during 
the last five years :—■ 
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Let nsi compare tills with the various southern ports: 
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I cannot quote thin year's figures for the southern ports, which will, however, bo at 
your disposal for further comparison by the time that this reaches you. 

It will be seen that for total trade the Kermansliah route is more important than 
any other route from the south, and its steadily increasing figures show a tendency to 
approach in value the trade of all the southern ports put together, 

So much for the general trade* now let us examine the figures in st> far ns they 
refer to British trade.

It will be seen that Lhe dilferenve is very markedly in favour of Ka'tnunslia.h, 

(A naming mast always be given that in lhe Kennau&hah returns the entry 
il eoun% from which imported ,h cannot be depended upon as being accurate ; the same 
warning applies to the Guilt' ports, though there the imports from the United Kingdom 
should be iuotC accurate, since they arrive in ships; still the above figures show the 
overwhelming importance to British trade of the Western route, winch is daily growing 
in popularity owing In its Biifuiy.) 

The imde of Ibishiro them was greater in 1904- than in lflOti-7, while that of 
Kmminshah shows an increase of over 100,000.-, in tin- same time, with a further increase 
of 200,non/, during the present year, or u total increase of JiOU.OtJOL* equal to about 
30 per cent,, in i lie past live years. 

To this again may he lidded the further great possibilities for trade, though for this 
l ran give no support uthar than my own opinion, hacked by that of nil competent 
persons with whom \ have discussed the question, 

1 think that 1 have shewn that the importance of nor trade by this route ih so great 
that* should there be any chance of danger to ii, it is nccesaari for us lo see what steps 
we etui take lo guard i£. 

Since writing my ideas in October Inst I have, however, approached the subject 
from a different point ofMeiv, and have now come to the innuihudon thru, though the 
PuslU-i Knlnmute does sftfegiianl the trade above referred to, il is nceepary, before 
considering it further* to determine how long it will he before the direct route vii 
Kbumuuabnd will be possible for use as a caravan mad. 

Before going further it will be well to compare these two routes first with 
reference m the trade of the Ibigdad route Jo llanunIan, and then in regard to the 
natural sequence their respective values for trade with the capital.

To Hamadan, ilifen, there is a difference in favour of the Khurrainabad route of 
B2 miles, to Tehran with the shortest route available a diKerctwc of 12] miles, or at 
least 0 stages. 

This dilferencc represents from 10 to 20 kvans per mule-load for the shorter journey 
and 20 to 24 towns for the longer, or, to put it in figures more easily understood, a 
handicap of up to -TSa, a i.on on ibe shorter journey and bOs. a ton on tlie longer. 

"When writing my original scheme 1 was* 1. regret to say* unaware that the 
Khurratnahad mad was a British Concession, though I discovered it immediately 
afterwards, hi referring to this route I wrote as follows;■— 

“ The present history of Persia does not lead one to imagine that this route will be 
feasible for some years i"o come, ami for the immediate future we have litbie interest in 
ii except as a defensive measure/' 


The above statement- is muknmUy true of a route* only half of which—that in ihc 
neutral aone—i- subject to our influence* and half of which is completely subject to the 
interest |f another nation, move especially if we were, ulrmuiv in possession of a rival 
road, by reason of which ii would m.t be to our interest Lo assist in bringing pressure; to 
bear to make the shorter road secure ; iln* fun that we are already concessional ires puts 
matters nit a dilfcrent fooling, and it. bee omen necessary not only to compare the PushL 
i-Kuh route with the Bagdad mud, but also to inky into cojisideration the ip,iesilm[i of 
how long it is likely to be before the Khumuuabad route can be made a possibility. 
3k pp ton is a heavy handicap, and oue which, on the completion ol Llm direct mute* 
would ns completely trestroy the Fasht i-Kuli route, as* 1 consider* the Pusbs-LKuh 
route would now destroy the Bagdad route, 

The Garibian runic must be completed before fill 2, Ml mg which the Concession 
lapses and ihe sh unt ion becomes that described in my previous letter* unless, course, 
il is possible to extend ibe time limit; for this possibility I have not allowcil abiee the 
question lias nut yet arisen. 

The. question then iv-wlm itself for the present into a hope that n suilicieully 
settled government will exist through which to work ; if Lb ere is no hope of Lliut before 
lEH2 my letter is m much woslu paper, and may accongiahy ihu present Luristmi 
Collection into Ihc receptacle provided fur such material. 

Having i heii accepted the possibility of some government, through which wc mu 
act, it remains to decide whether the completion of our track before llm Coneeahiou 
expires is feasible ami what steps are iieuc&fjUiy to make it a siicecm 

It has been my experience in Persia that where the Consul tins instructions to 
press oil the spot and the Begin ion is pressing at I mud-quartern and* as a result o[ Lhc 
two, the local Hoveruoi-, who greatly fears the Legation, U worrying the Central 
Government, tin Inner are usually only ton anxious lo disp<& of the malum. 

With ihc present Mute of the country wc need not be m any immediate fear of tiu 
attack on our irade on the Bagdad road, tier, indeed* eau we hope to do much on itie 
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Pusht-i-Kuti route till matters fire in n more settled state lor the country between 
DjiEfiil and the PuihM-Kuh country is unsafe again owing to the Sagwcud ^tlbcB- 

Cupiaiti LorimOr has expressed Ids opinion that this distance can be made possible„ 
and I thoroughly approve of hie suggestion that the Wall ot Pusht-LKuh should be 
made responsible for the ginu'diiig of tins portion ot country abn* 

Thus tar an attack to be made on our trade on the Bagdad road some period ot 
rest is necessary, during which a foreign Power could obtain a concession, an occasion 
which would also provide us with the opportunity of taking the necessary steps to meet 

that attack, _ --i _ . 

There is then no reason for haste, except with reference to the date ot the expiry 

of the Liiristan Concession. 

It appears to me that the cpui^e which we should follow is ns follows .— 

1 An engineer officer should be sent to travel over the Pusht-i-h.uh route as soon 
as it is possible to do so and report whether tile pr tW /te case I have made out is 
correct or w r hether any obstacle exists. This oilicev should travel over one ni the mnm 
nrloricH of Persia so us to understand that it in not necessary to produce a railway 
alignment and afterwards should submit liis repost, 

2 With regard to the Luristan route I would suggest that the i lee-Uuisui, 
Ahwsii and myself should concentrate our energies in bringing pressure to bear at 
each end of the route in order to induce the Persian Government to take steps to snake 
it safe. I do not think that the question has ever been approached from the north, 
which is geographically the direction iroin which it should be met and is, indeed* the 
point frotn which the Persian Government itself approaches the Government of the 
Province of Lurieian, 

Tiu. actual measures to be taken depend very largely on the point of view nd Hia 
Majesty^ Government as to Imw far they feel inclined to bring presspre with reference 
to the internal affairs of the country. I would suggest, however, that l should he 
allowed to proceed m Kluirmmabad, the seat of the Government ot Lunstan* and from 
there submit what appear to me to ho the most, likely ^measures to produce success.

n d repnrL dated Tehran the 28th February, 1 Mr. JILuL Proeee saya : « The 
real ohstadc to the development of the road is the luiruliness of the various Lur tribes, 
whose summer ami winter camping grounds fire crossed hv them (road ') or are very 
near it, ! am of opinion that, although these tribes have been at variance with the 
Persian local authorities, yet they might easily be wheeled itLlo line by an iiduic 
political officer or a good servant of the'Transport Company who was in a position to 
spend in no cv This certainly was the impression left on my mind after pacing through

Since writing the accompanying despatch, the question of a railway irom Julia to 
Mohutnmgrah bus been opened. Naturally, the fact that the Russian Government has 
consented to ilm principle of a railway completely changes the aspect oS affairs, but l 
would point out that to bniltl a railway a survey is necessary* a working party is required 
aud material must he transported* while tIso railway 'ii^oS^ would lake years tu Lutnjdute.

Such a track nlight well be used lo assist our commerce while the making of 
the railway wan in progress, and it would appear even to he worth while to build 
caravanserais at such points where suitable water, determined that in the Future railway

Should the Mu we hopeful surmise us l■ ■ the improvement id’ Lhe situation in Tehran 
he eojisidercii by Mis Majesty > HuH gd d 1 Affaires to be well-founded, it would seem to 
follow Unit tne exercise of any oilteial pressure upon the Persian Government in course 
which lie strongly deprecates) might be avoided, and that just as much or more might 
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he achieved by our securing the sympathy and unobtrusive oo.operation of the Nizam- 
f-^SnlUneh and the Sardar-i-Mukairem in the furtherance of a project which, when put 
into execution, is likely to work just as much to their profit ns ours. 

:q Supposing therefore for a moment that by the light of recent developments 
forward action in some form in considered expedient, the first, thing to be done seems to 
be for us to decide in what form and which direction our energies should be directed. 
There are two routes to be considered, the DMul-Khorgmabad alignment, the 
adoption of which has hitherto proved hopeless, and the Dizful-Kermaushah route now 
advocated by Mis Majesty's Consul, Kerman si) all. 

Captain Ifaworth submits his recommendations regarding the latter alternative 
with a confident enthusiasm which enforces sympathy, but whereas according to bifl 
view one of the primary conditions for the success of his scheme is the exclusion of 
Messrs. Lynch from participation in it, it seems to me that under the terms ol their 
I juris tan Concession they alone as rhe fi< Road Company” would be entitled to undertake 
the construction of any one road now inaugurated between Ahwnz and the north. Mud 
they already selected and inaugurated the DizfuUKhornmabud route, lhereby using up 
their concession for “ one road " between Ahwaz and Tehran, then perhaps a concession 
for another roacl from Dizful to Kerinanshub might be considered open to any one who 
might be able to acquire it from the Persian Government; but so long as no road 
has been commenced Messrs*' Lynch seem clearly to have the sole right to take the 
first step. 

Li any ease having regard to the views expressed by Mr. Marling as to the hostility 
displayed by the National Assembly to the grant of concessions to foreigners, it is 
probable that His Majesty’s Government at present would feel unable to encourage any 
British competitor in the quest for h fresh concession. It would seem therefore that the 
only course open to ub is to! make the best of Messrs. Lynch. 

4, But before Government decided to press one alternative to the extinguishment 
of the other, 1 venture to suggest, for their consideration, that it would appear 
practically possible to keep a hold on both routes without technically exceeding the 
terms of Messrs. Lynch's concession, i mean that if the nizfui-Kermnnshah alternative 
were decided upon for our main eifort* ms offering the host advantages ami chances of 
success under existing conditions, it seems reasonable to suppose, in view of the 
favourable attitude of the merchants of Khoramnbad, that a branch to the latter town 
from the most convenient stage would come into existence uutoimUiyully, Hi any case 
the hirtheran.ee of such a branch is a matter in regard -to which Messrs. Lynch or we 
working through them should be able to come to an understanding with % Siifdnrd- 
Mukurrem. 

5 . The selection of one route or the combmathn] of both alternatives arc questions 
about which opinions will doubtless differ; but having regard to recent developments l 
venture to think that it will bo accepted that the opening of communications northwards 
from AIiweik by one route or another has become a matter of Imperial moment in the 
general interests of British commerce. 

If that is conceded and if the Road Company can satisfy Mis Majesty's Govern¬ 
ment that they unable by their unaided ollorte t» take up the project, then I submit that 
the question of supplying the necessary aid* or of working tiro Concession onmdvcs 
through the Load Company as our man of straw is a matter for the urgent, consideration 
of 11 is Majesty 1 ’a Government.

1 have calculated at the rate of 5,1)00 tinmans per caravanserai equal, at the present 
rate of exchange, to 9,000 rupees, It is* certain (hat one water reservoir will be 
required at Khuslikadul. I have allowed for a second at a price of 2,000 rupee# each, 

1 have allow r etl 10,000 rupee# for mending the road, as tit only live of the stages 
would repair# bo necessary. In Persia also the muleteer is not exacting ns any am who 
hiss seen the main arteries of the country will admit. 

Burton mentions that bridge# would he required for various irrigation channels 
between the ltnrkliah and Dixlul. The common system in Persia is to lay down hnli-a- 
dozen poplar tree# aide by side, to cover thole with brushwood and then to rain ihc 
whole lot down with earth ; thus at a trifling cost a bridge is made which answer# all the 
purposes required. Even cm the postcarriage road to Sultana bad the bridge across 
the irrigation dmnmds zire made a# ubnvc. 

At the Kark hah it might be necessary lo have a lorry, but there 3#no reason why this 
should lie an expensive business, A Hying or swinging bridge of the pattern shown 
in the Military Book of Fortification would answer the purpose admirably at zt small 
cost. A modification of ibis system is in daily use in Kermansthah aer#s the Koruzm 
when the river is unfordable. The pontoon of this bridge will carry four horse# at a 
time. For the route all that would be needed would be two such pontoons 
to carry ten mules each. I have allowed for 20,090 rupee# for conliagencies 
or unforeseen expenditure, thus the total estimated cost is 1,110,090 rupees. Et stand;# to 
reason tihai cm estimate made without travelling the road must be extremely rouble, but- 
with the exception of the repairs to the road, the item# are I a ken from average costs of 
such works, while under contingencies 1 have allowed n large sum, 

The road being complete there rest the two important point# of supplies and 
guarding. 

In my prrfds 1 have shewn that at every stage but one supplies are obtainable 
within easy distance at the proper period of the year; the only question lies in storing 
them, l have buen obliged to take the Jew. Bhawal Levi, into my confidence. He 
informs me that he would hike over the contract for supplier and adds that he knows 
that the Willi of Pusbt-LKuh, with whom he is in constant touch, would be only too glad 
to join him in the matter. 

There remains the question of guarding. The Wali's territory extends to the

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The Jhikao is but two marches from Dizful, and frAi thence the Vice-C^Mul at 
Ahwnis could no doubt arrange matters on a si ini Jar unikr&tandhg, l note that in the 
latest diaries it is stated that goods have reached Dizful from Ahwaji, In my original 
plan I had proposed to work the road between Molmmmer&h and AHwaz, but on 
counting the cost, i see that it would probably he too expensive as a start. In case the 
river could not compete with the traffic it would be nodesaary to use the road also. 

With twenty-four marches on this route it would bo feasible to land goods in 
Kernurashah in thirty-one days, in Hamad an in thirty-six days, and in Tehran in forty- 
six- Compare this with the present route, where goods cannot be hoped for at Kemumsimh 
s by the traders under three or four months from the date of arrival at Bussorab, and 
they frequently lake much longer. 

^ The next question to be considered is the comparative cost of the two roads. This 
is a little difficult to estimate accurately, as it entails comparison between carriage of 
the shipping ton and the actual weights as carried by mules, I estimate that a mule- 
load from BuHHoruli to Km 1 man shah costs on au average 81 .-J- to 8 ?U krnna. 

My calculation is as follows:— 

Average rate from Bagdad to Kcrniaiisbali 7 tomans per mule, 

Average rate from Buasomh to Bagdad 32 'fS tomans per Ion.

To compete with this and still keep the disadvantages of the Bagdad road as an 
asset to the new route, it would be necessary to keep the price of the road journey 
between Aliwaz ami Kermauahaili down to Si> krans, leaving the few odd krans as 'he 
price per mule-bad on the Karuu Stiver. It Es T however, Apparent that the new route 
cpuld alibi'd to be a trifle more expensive than the old one, owing to the great time 
saved and the interest on the money thereby involved. 

In Keinianfthiih 1 usually hire mules at -1 krana per diem, occasionally at krans. 
On a regular route, when there is a press of work, the char wardin'is apt to raise his 
prices. In order to avoid this arid to keep a regular rate on which the importer of 
British goods could depend, ! would recommend the adoption of a system of subsidy us 
used oh the Seistan route for the benefit of British traders. I rim of opinion that I 
could arrange this, and will return to the subject in part 2 of this-letter, in which [ 
explain how l propose ibis system should be worked. My object then would be to 
keep 11 lc rate down to 80 kracs for the journey, arid 3 would estimate the subsidy at 
200 rupees per mensem.

TlieSSjwor has been, ’ £ I do not know where to go 
in England 11 I would summarize ilte reasons why more urticies of British manufacture

2 , Waul of facilities for ordering and forwarding goods.

This difficulty i> one that can be very easily remedied. In Kerman I was not 
very aim ugly in lavour of sum pie rotu ns for reasons which 1 gave m (lie time, and i 
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remember tlrat one of the chief of them was the difficulty of finding an agent who was 
capable of doing the work. This reason does not exist in Kenrianabah and Hamadam 
|i.i both places I can find men fully lilted. In Hamadan we are particularly fortunate, 
for the agent of the Imperial Bank of Persia would take up the work, in which he would 
be assisted by his son, who was educated in England. 1 propose, then, to institute at 
both places sample room* in charge of agents, who will not only show the articles sent 
them, but will visit the merchants at. their offices and net as local commercial travellers. 

These agents would book orders and be paid by the percentage allowed by the 
firms for whom they trade. For the fixing of these rates 1 propose addressing the 
Chambers of Commerce in India and the Board of Trade in England, I ifky mention 
that at Hamadan the custom, when dealing with Manchester firms la an follows:— 

The merchant in Persia pays a deposit of 10 per cent, on giving his order; the 
firm then engages to land the goods at Bagdad within six months of receipt of 
instructions, and they hand over all papers connected with the goods to the si lipping 
Company, who release the goods on receipt of the money due, 

As I have already noted, agency fees at Bagdad are a heavy item, though 
probably few firms charge A per cent, like Mesara. Lynch, who have the advantage of 
being the shipping agents, Now I would suggest, should my scheme be approved, 
that Government should place one agent at Mohan on emit and a second at Ahwnz. 
The sysiem would then be that nn order would be booked at Kermaushah or at 
Htimadan by the local British agent, and would be dispatched to the firm concerned. 
The firm would thou dispatch the goods to the care of the British forwarding agent at 
Molinmiriemh, who would forward them to Ahwa?., where the agent would scud them on 
at subsidized rates to the agent who had ordered them. 

The method of releasing goods would have to be decided, as it might be dangerous 
for the agent to receive all money without an inspecting officer/* At the worst the 
present system could be adhered to. 

Until the Piiabi-i-K uh roml was made possible, I would suggest similar appoint!!!cuts 
being made at Busfpiuli and Bagdad for forwarding purposes. 1 have noted that 
goods lie for a long lime at Bufisoralu There arc, however, in addition to Lynchs 
boats, Turkish boats which trade on the river* and the agent at RusHoruh, in consigning 
the good.s to the agent at Bagdad, would be able, where opportunity appeared 
favourable, u> use the Turkish stenmers, and thus save time. These agents would, of 
course, work under Ihe eye of I lie British Consu lar officers, and would thus bo able to 
escape illegal charges in Turkey.. 

On the PtisdriM-Kuh road being ready, these men could be dulled Lo Mohammcnili 
and Ahwax. They would know their work, and would not make mistakes in starling 
the new road. 

1 have noted on the desirability of having a subsidised transport service. This 
appears the best method of assisting trade in Persia, an a foreign Bower, in order to 
compels, must spend money in a similar way, and thus increase jin expenses, which mm 
possibly already large, in the form of bounties, I would then recommend that, until 
the now road is ready, 1 be allowed to employ similar means on the Bagdad mad; their, 
on the comph Lion of the Tusht-i-Kuh mad, all the machinery would be ready, mid would 
duly require transfer from the one route to the other.

IV iolat number of 1,500 in up proximal e, i ftm unable to .date the strength of 
the brigade exactly, bul understand that about 1,500 men huvo usually been maintained 
Oht id l,H>u allowed lor in the Budget. 

Since iIn- 23rd dune various suhbmes for increasing the strength oi the brigade 
have been under discussion. One suggestion was to enlist all the road guards in 



Persia in the brigade, the strength of which was lIicti to bo 25,000. Additional 
Russian officers were to be entertained tor the training of these men. Midi a scheme, 
if carried but, would provide Russia with a means of increasing her influence in every 
part of Persia. The manner in which the Persian Cossack Brigade has been used in 
the past to serve the Intelligence Department of the Russian War Office will bo 
reported on in a later communication. 

Colonel Liakhoff has now been anthemed to increase the strength of the brigade 
to 3,500 of all mnks, and has since the 23rd June enlisted some 200 men—of whom 
L50 were to replace casualties, including dismissals—and 50 horsemen from the 
Talesh Don lap Tribe, whose Chief is Amid-us-Sul tail (Nasruttalu Khan), The 
remainder required to complete 2,500 are to come from the Malayir and iSnre Tribes. 

The machine-guns, until now in charge of AT. Ipe, an exmon-conmiUsioncd 
officer of the Gorman Army, have boon handed over to Colonel LiakhoR, ns have also 
eight, of the field guns which reached Tehran last month.

Me thought- that n joint warning might ho 
conveyed by the.two Representatives to the Shah personally, to the effect that the two 
Governments relied upon him to fulfil his engagements and to convoke an Assembly on 
the UeiIg which bad been fixed. I!e believed that a Special Commission was nt present 
studying an electoral Itiw, mid therefore Et was not udvisubfe, perhaps, to deliver any 
nfiisagc; af the present moment. Ho would be glad, however, if you would take the 
suggestion into considmiion, so that when the moment arrived it could be carried into 
execution. He considered that perhaps the step might be taken on the Arrival of 
Mr. Barclay, which 1 told him would probably he inwards the end of next month.

M. TchorykofT here described, of a liberal-minded Shall straggling against reactionary 
elements and anxious to convoke an Assembly whose pircdfecessor lie had blown .into 
the air. 

M. Tohprykoff informed me that he trusted and bcibved that tire troubles at 
Tahroea, at present the only black spot In Pprsia, would shortly be settled without 
further bloodshed. The depart ure of the Zil es-Stiltnn to ]?urope would rouiove one of 
the chief causes of the recent troubles, and lie bad heard that the Prince, before 
leaving Tehran* had thrown himself at the feet of the Shall and had assured His 
Majesty that lie was his most loyal and faithful subject, and had never entertained the 
slightest desire to cause his Sovereign the leant inconvenience. 

I should mention that M, TchnrykofF alluded to the necessity of increasing the 
Cossack Brigade in Persia, lie said that they constituted the only trustworthy force 
in the whole Empire on whom reliance could be placed forlhe maintenance of order, 
and that 1,500 men wore too few for this duty. I evaded entering into tliis delicate

M. TchnrykolT remarked that n Railway Concession without a- loan might he difficult 
to obtain, As the Shah would expect to receive something if ho wore to be induced to 
given Concession. As it snomed inadvisable to discuss these matters before 1 am in 
possession of the views of ll'is Majesty’s Government, on the whole question, J thought 
it better to turn the conversation on to other subjects.

1.1 1 c first* front I be northern frontier of Persia to Schuster, with Mesehed Suleiman as 
itsVen 1 re ; t his pari is, however, rendered at present valueless commercially owing to 
the dillieidtics oi access; tliu second is (lie district from Kalolmr-l>scliorn-Ga^i t and 
tuihe south of this district comes the third none from Chordm-Ham-! lovmns. This 
r Anna is in I he hands of the Anglo-1 hrtkui BUimah Oil Company, who are not sinking 
mi ad i capital in Hm business, having no competition tonight against, and am merely 
boring for an amount of naphtha sufficient to justify their Concession.

I HAT) an opportunity yesterday of having a short conversation with M. Isvnlsky 
upon near Eastern affairs.*! in discussing the ad ion of the Austro-Hungarian Govern, 
EiVnt with regard to the withdrawal of the Au&troHTuiigariun officers from the Uskub 
"sector," lie said that the fact that. liaron d 1 Aehrentlipl had taken the initiative in this 
mailer without previous consultation with Russia would seem to point to a desire on 
his part to steal a march upon the other Powers and curry favour with the Young 
Turkish natty. The present modification of Ins policy in this matter was, however, 
a proof that reflection had brought prudence, as lie had evidently now realised the 
inexpediency of abandoning with such haste a "sector" which the Austro-Hungarian 
Government hail formerly been at such pains to obtain, 

M, Uvolsky then, branched off to wlial lie termed the amazing and inexplicable 
conduct of Enron d’Aelirenthal at the ended' last and the beginning of the preseni 
year. Mi- stated (hat in September 1907 he and Eaton d’AeJirenthal had come to an 
absolutely full agreement upon a draft scheme of reforms, and ilmt duiFlligits discussion 
not a word had been said of the Saujnk Railway. A month idler wards, however* he 
(yj Isvolskyj had heard that Enron d'Aehrenthal was working secretly at 
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nople to obtain the Concession for that railway, and was offering, in exchange for that 
Concession, to withdraw Austro-Hungarian support from the judicial reform scheme, 
lie had submitted this report to the Cor, telling His Majesty at the same time that 
lie considered it quite incredible. Only a short time afterwards the judicial reform 
project was wrecked by the German Ambassador, with the tacit consent of the 
Austro-Hungarian Ropreseutai Eve. In January the demand for the Sanjak Railway 
Concession was announced to the Delegations, and the Sultan's Iradd was issued almost 
simultaneously, 

By these manoauvrea Enron d’Aehrfcnthal had proved himself a short-sighted and 
inept director of foreign policy* and laid, moreover* notwithstanding his long residence 
in St, Petersburg!!- shown a singular Ignorance of Russia. He had evidently looked 
upon her as so effete and so broken by her unsuccessful war, and the revolutionary 
movement which had followed, that she would meekly bow her head and accept, eyed 
while resenting* the new Austro-Hungarian policy. He had, however, made a 
grievous mistake* as he (M, Isvokky) had been able at once to bring forward another 
mil way scheme.- anrl turn to other Powers For support in the work of reform which (lie 
Austro-Hungarian Government, had so wantonly impeded. In this action he had been 
hacked lip by public opinion, of the existence of which Huron d'Achrriithal had 
apparently been quite ignorant:. 

Turning again to the Young Turkish movement, M, Isvolsky said that hn had 
considerable confidence in its ultimate success, and ho welfcorued if as heiny in all 
probability the means of saving Great Britain, and Russia from what might, have 
proved a complicated and perhaps dangerous impasse, lie had not had much confidence 
in Ills scheme of reforms* which would probably at every step meet with obstruction from 
Austria-Hungary and Germany, He therefore thought the international situation had 
been much simplified by the new movement in Turkey* and lie wished It every success, 
lie did not think, For many obvious reasons, that it. would meet with the same cordial 
welcome in Germany. As regards Austrin-Hungary, her connection willi Germany 
had not contributed mu oh towards inspiring the Young Turk parly with eon (hie nee* 
and it was evidently a knowledge of this (act which had led Baron dAdimithflil to 
display sueh n feverish desire to ingratiate himself with the promoters of the new 
movement. He was not of tile opinion that Baron d'Aclirenthal was endeavouring, by 
a conciliatory policy, to prepare the way for the annexation of the occupied provinces. 
That idea was of course always in the minds of AiiiStro-Hungarian slates men, Suit: it 
was an i nroperm* and not an Aiistro-Tnrkish question; and lie felt sure that Baron 
d’Aohrenthl} would think more (linn twice before raising such n question at a moment 
when it was evidently desirable for every Government, to avoid all dangerous and 
complicated issues. 

You will have sc?nn, however* from my despatch No. Il.t of the 20th instant* that 
whatever may be the view of the Austro-Hungarian Government on this question, 
public opinion is being turned towards the idea that, the time has now come for 
occupation to bo transformed into annexation. 

M. Isvoisky then said that he hud no doubt his views and hopes with regard to 
the Young Turkey movement would he shared by you, and lie added his conviction 
that any counter movement, in Egypt would be easily dealt with by Mis Majesty’s 
Government. 

As regards Persia, .M r I$volsky made a lew interesting remarks. He said tbm the 
only anxiety he felt was relative to the position at Tabrueis. It was true that Russian 
interests were being seriously affected by the badness of trade, ami that Russian 
Subjects wore clamouring for protection, but he was oariiesily desirous of avoiding 
any tiling which might savour of intervention. As soon, however, as order was 
restored it would be absolutely necessary, in the spirit of the Anglo-Russian Con¬ 
vention, to hasten on with the building of railways ami the opening up of the country 
to trade. 

Tim following remark was not made to mo* but to the " Times 11 correspondent, 
Mr. Stood* who kindly reported it to met— 

<L I am delighted lo say that the Anglo-Russian Convention has taken deep root 
in Russian public opinion, and now enjoys general support. Though not universally 
popular, it has come at least to he regarded as a permanent and valuable faotor in 
Russian foreign policy. Had no Agreement been concluded, Russia, would eortuiply 
by this time have had one or two army corps in Persia with wliat effect upon Anglo* 
Russian relations and upon the general European situation can easily he imagined. 
Happily that danger has been avoided."

T HAVE the honour to reply to your letter of the 20th instant, relative to the 
proposed repairs to the Godfir bridge on the!

The estimate made in Ahwaz of the sum required for the repairs recommended hy 
the Consuiting Engineer here, is obviously defective. Wo placed his drawings and 
specification before manufacturers who offered to supply the material for 100/, Tools 
and appliances for executing the work, and freight, will make the total cost at Ahwaz 
about 20QG us we have already stated. 

We are of opinion that the course proposed in our letter of the 24t!s instant is the 
best course to adopt in tho interests of the Chiefs. 

It. appears to us that Captain 1 , 0 rimer must he under some misapprehension in 
regard to our connection with the Aluvrtz-Isfahan road. Tim road was built by us for 
account of the Chiefs without remuneration or profit of any kind—for the 13 per cent, 
interest payable to us on the debt does not constitute a pro I [table remuneration for 
capital employ lh! in this way. We have incurred an additional expenditure of 3,0001, 
which the Chiefs have hitherto refused to recognize. 
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The Ilians receive the whole revenue obtained from the road. They s-larvo 
ropaii's, vet even if they expended a proper part of the revenue on repairs, they would 

still he deriving a large profit from the road, . 

We have the right to demand that the road which is security lor our advance of 
capital shall he kept in repair, and this is more in the interests oi the khans than oi 
ourselves', for if the roud fails their revenue disappears, and they will have to pay 

tlwtsir debt to us from other sources. t , .. . ,,* P 

We therefore fail to understand Captain Lornnsr when lie states that the otter of 
1 000 tomans for the work now necessary is generous, and that it would be a mistake 
oil our part n> refuse it.

2. As Mr, Reynolds’ present engagement with the Syndicate expires at the end of 
the current month, it would seem more regular, should It be considered advisable to 
communicate with the Syndicate on Lins subject, Eo do so direct with the Directors. 1 
would therefore suggest that, if judged likely to be of use, n copy of the inclosed 
Memorandum should be handed to Mr, D’Arcy. 

3, I venture to avail my.scLf of the present occasion to draw attention to the fact 
that if the route favoured in my note is adopted, it will, on the section from Ahwaa to 
8hush, some GO miles* coincide with what is generally regarded us the most suitable 
alignment for lire Ah wnH-4Giurrama bad-Tehran road, the Concession for which k resting 
unexploited in the hands of the Persian Transport Company. 

Should the Concessions Syndicate eventually decide on making use of this route, it

The question of the practicability of a bridge of the swinging pontoon type might

5. To return to the initial portion of the route From Ahwan* that proceeding vifc 
Bhushter is open to very serious objections, These objections* in my opinion, may be 
considered as decisive. I cannot imagine that it would be considered practicable to 
transport the Syndicated plant across the Oargar and Shatajt Rivers, but of this 
Mr. Reynolds* the Syndicates General Manager, is hi a belter poaition to form a just 
opinion than l r and when it comes to deciding on the exact trace to be Followed 
numerous minor problems will undoubtedly occur to hU mind.

Rut, whether they hail heard of She unfair treatment meted mil to the Baklitinri 
bv the English, or feared thal the road would threaten their independence, tio tmgolis- 
iions > promises, nor presents could move the Fcib from their hostile attitude towards Lhc 
English firm. 

The latest attempt has.iust failed. The English Consul in Almaz, Captain Uriiner, 
had gone by Shuster io Dizfnl a week before my arrive 1, to try and persmule the 3jiir 
t hiefs ui change their attitude. It was officially given out here that he only went to 
spend a few months of his summer leave in the hills, a bum less and plausible reason tor 
his ahftentc r wbteh i would have bad net icmam to doubt, if a certain incident had not 
nhown me that there was another. When L wanted lo book a passage by the steamer 
to Shuster, Lise captain informed me that there was no cabin available, although the 
lu-ent had informed me two days before that he had maile arranghmenhi for me. 
The enpuiin, moreover, showed me disenurtesy, thieb was quite unpmvokcd and 
unciiUed (or. 

The agent, whom I at once proceeded to look for, was* strange to say, not to be 
found, l therefore divided to make use of the Persian steamer, k turned out,, however, 
that, owing to it* engine having beets damaged, the steamer Imd not arrived. 

This ;iflair wills the English appeared to me so peculiar iltat I suspected acme 
gpecial motive, and set mysolf the very same evening to discover it. !tso happened that, 
I met a certain person who put me on the track, and by next morning t had nsccrtained 
the following: the agent, who acted as n kind of factotum to the Consulate, had heard 
from the t lonsul a few days previously that h\n mission hail again bean fruitless* that the 
Chiefs had threatened him with death if he continued his journey, and reproached him 
with having conic only to get them into trouble with the Government, and to arouse the 
auBOicioin both in Tehran and among the Ikkhtiari, that they (the thief's) had invited 
hi tn. They would have nothing to say to him or his road, which eon Id only benefit the 
English, On receipt of this letter, the agent had thought it oecc-mary to inform the 
Cotianl of inr arrival, and my intentions to go to Oiaful; whereupon pressing instructions 
came back 'by wire if possible to stop, or, at my race, to delay my journey. Very 
natural too! There was no need for all the world to learn of the English failure. 
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This discovery was doubly welcome to me f for it- rendered my intended .journey to 
HUM isnnecessary, there being now no object for it Under such circumstances, also,

In accordance with the 
text of the communication telegraphed by yoursbI] no mention was made of Russia 
in tin? English note. 

On the 11th instant Aln-es-Sultnneh, who came to inquire whether I had any 
knowledge of how the alleged copy had got into circulation* told mo that the Prime 
Minister ami he had copies, and later, from a totally independent source* 1 accidentally 
learnt that « person at the Shah's camp had given out the exact substance* but not 
the text, of the joint representation. Lt was known in the bazaars on the morning 
of the 9th instant from this source v 1 told the Minister for Foreign Aifaks of this 
in a private letter, and 1 also verbally informed ML dc Hart wig. 

On the evening of the 8th an incorrect and somewhat exaggerated version of the 
object of the dragoman^ visit to the Shah, the fact of which was at once known, 
came to the knowledge of the correspondent of the "Times,” and 3 was asked by the 
latter for details, but these I refused, and desired him, if be intended to telegraph 
to London* to omit certain misstatements.

regarding events on the northern frontier of Afghanistan and in Central Asia. 

It seemed, further, desirable that the working of the new arrangements under 
which local disputes between Russiaii and Afghan frontier officials w ore to be sol tied 
should bn carefully watched* the morn so as f judging from past experience* the 
reports of such local disputes were liable to produce a feeling of unrest and anxiety, 
due to distortion and exaggeration, unless they passed through the censorship of a 
trained and competent military intelligence officer.

the Government of India, and all HI is Majesty's Diplomatic and Consular officers on the 
spot, Sir JA Urey considers that them can bo no quest um of objecting to the charge 
on Imperial funds of ono-liatf of the ex pi use involved, winch amounts* in all, to 
57 -V. S.v., 700 /.* or §271.

Tho Russian Charge cTAffaires called at thin Department on the 3rd instant, nnd 
stated that, lie had a message from the Russian Acting Minister for Foreign Affairs to 
the effect that he considered the present moment opportune for approaching the 
Persian Government on the subject, on the ground that there is a lull in German 
activity in Persia* owing to recent ovonis Eu Turkey. 

If. Pokbyftki was informed in reply that the Russian MtmioramUnu raised nomo 
difficult questions,' and read as if tho extensions to Tehran, Re&ht, and Em/oli were all 
to be considered together. Ho gave it, however, as his opinion that this was not 
intchtkdj and that the Russian Government had merely intended, out of courtesy, to 
communicate their views on these points. A ll they desired at present was to ascertain 
His Majesty’s (hovorm nent's views as to the Moliammerah-Juffa tine, I’hey hoped to 
be'placed in possession of these at no distant date, though they understood the reason 
for deferring a eonimnu lent ion until after Ministers had returned to I on don. 

It was pointed out to M, Pphlevski that the linaneial diflieulty was serious for Ilia 
Majesty" h; Government as well as for the Russian i loverninent. He argued that it 
would not be difficult For Ills Majesty's Government to guarantee a loan, so me thing of 
the kind having been contemplated by Lord Lansdowne in the case of the Bagdad 
Railway, 

In conclusion, M. Pollevski was informed that Lhe apfKiintmeut of a Connmtteo to 
consider the rpiestion in nil iis bearings was under eonmtleralion,

ACCORDING to the written information received yesterday from lit turn a, 
Turkish troops have entered the district of Ansel, in Persia proper, on the I itbrecz 
road, and sent written orders to the villages in that district. The orders bear the 
signature of Ismail Agim, of Shekkak, who has been summoned from Chchrik, A 
Chtilngha»i has establishcil liiinseH' aL- tlie village ot Halgha, than a tarsakh Irom 
the road, and supports tliu rehellioufi Kurds who are collecting the harvest hi tlm 
villages of Ansel. On the other hand, 100 soldiers have been sent to the district oi 
Biiiumhizehbj in Persian territory. Yavet Pasha, General of Division, lias come to (he 
smne place ; he Ims brought K^rjm Ivhan-i-Haraki wiih him, and they have taken 
possession ol and have let. out the villages in the district. ! bey have* in Eacl j besieged 
L'miniii, i.t\, they have taken possession of tlie [listrict of IhirirmhiK, on the one sEi'e, as 
far ns tlm lake, arid on the other side they have seized the district oi the Upper and 
Lower Alixul as far as the lake. They have ul& brought an inspector to inspect the 
salt of tbe lake, so that they may make sonic arrangements ahoub that arlielc. I hey 
have also decided to take possession of other villages by degrees, so as to slop the roads 
to the lake. On the Salmas side also Chehrik has been encroached upon by the Turks, 
and Kolmdi fthahrc is also suffering from their oppression* On the Khot side they 
have sent troops to Bafeud. A carding to the informal ion received from the Ktirdistun 
local, authorities, the Turkish intruders arc constructing buildings at Ranch* and have 
collected revenue by Force. Although the Mobtashein-eA-SnltunellL has often flaked tho 
Ttirkiali Conimissioner, verbally and by writing, fur the recall of the Turkish troops and 
the prevention of the unwarranted proceedings on the part of the Turks, no result has 
been achieved, except delay, frivolous remons trail cos, the violation ol Use clear rights oi 
the Pcrfpm Government, and renewed encroachment. 

Under these circumstances, I have considered it necessary to inform you ot the 
high-handed action of Lhe Turkish frontier authorities on territory indisputably that of 
the Persian Government.

Overwork.is the cause of the sickness among the troops. These couatant. 
pftiade* with arms and aecouti^meats, weighing more than a pood ; lliesc returns to 
barracks at middny, after tramping out lb versts, not to mention the wretched food 
the soldiers get. Officers ride hordes and cjil good food, so tlicy do not EllII sick. 
Doctors take no care of the poor soldiers, they only talk uboiu eating fruit. Unless the 
officers treat the soldiers butter, they will take cffctiiiial steps to right Lheir own 
wrongsT
